Again, the cheese Is shipped from Madoo, 
Eldorado, Stirling and Oampbellford billed 
to the buyer fn Belleville, who teste the 
wolghts,exacting from 1 1b. to 1} Ibs, above 
what ls marked upon the box and rarely 
deems {t worthy of notice to {inform the 
seller that his cheese was not up to his 
standard of welght, paying or remitting 
the money when it sults his convenlence ; 
and singular to say, that when the extra 

rice has been bid, then the cheese Is often 
ht {n weight or of poor;quality. Then 
sgain presidents sometimes sell their cheese 
to Irresponsible partles—dqaery, who are 
responsible parties? in the trade—and ship 
thelr goods to them and afterwards find 
that they have disposed of thelr shipments 
to other parties and pocketed the proceeds. 
Methinks the’ only safe and effectual 
remedy for this method of conducting the 
cheese business hore {s for all dalrymen to 
combIife and require thelr salesmen to de- 

‘mand payment of thelr cheese at the 
station where they are loaded and also have 
the welghts tested at the same time and 
place. Oar Eastern Datrymen’s Asa’p.

smoke. He atonce rang up the firemen 
and then returned to the _ building. 
When the firemen arrived the flames 
had got well ander way, snd when rhey 
attempted to force an entrance into J. H. 
Milla’ tailor shop, which was also on fire, 
the plate glass window burst out, and Gil- 
bert Brown, a fireman, was blown into the 
street, besides being badly cut about the 
face with broken glasss Officer Sconberg 
was also burned on the aror by the flames. 
The Inaldes of the two stores were soon a 
sheet of fire, and the stocks will be a total 
loss. :

The fire is supposed to have eaten its 
way throogh from the Templeton block,

He 
owned his store, which was valued at $1,- 
800, and on which there was an insurance 
of $1,400 in the London and Lancashire Ov 
The stock, which will be a total loas, was 
valued at $4,000, on which there was an 
{neurance of $2,500 In the Wes‘erp. 

Mr. Mille’ stock was valuedat $5,000, 
on which there was an {nsvrance of $2,000 
in the Pheeaolx and $1,000 la the Guardian, 
He had $260 on fixtures. 

John Lowls owned the building, which 
was valued ab $4,500, and insured In the 
United of Manchester for $2,000. 

Anderson & Masson, total loss $500. 
No insurance. 

Tickell & Sons, damage to bulldlog about 
$1,000 and to stock $400, covered by in- 
surance in several companies.

After the close of the polls the supporb- 
ers of the various candidates waited tm- 
patiently for the returns, which were slow 
{n coming In on account of the extra ballot 
for the pleblieclte,and it was after alx o’clook 
before any figares could be obbalned and 
they straggled slong untill nearly eight 
o'clook.

**Sinoe Da Gama joined the rebels last 
month,” said Dr. Mendonoa, ‘‘the revolu- 
tion has taken on a new color, It has also 
taken a new chief. It is Da Gama and not 
Mello who leads the movement. If the 
rebels win {¢ will be Da Gama and not 
Mello who will chiefly benefit by the rio- 
tory. It is DaGama and not Mello who 
now controls the revolutionary forces and 
directs the policy of the insurgents. 

“The situation is just this: Mello, as 
you know, was Minister of the Marine and 
an Admiral when he revolted last Septem- 
ber. Da Gama was equally an Admiral 
and in practical eharge of two harbor 
forts. He is popular with all classes and 
Mello tried hard to get him to join, for 
that meant absolute control of the harbor. 
But Da Gama said no, He would remain 
neutral. So Mello started the fight alone. 

“From Sept. 6 on for two months he 
made little headway, and tried again and 
again to get Da Gama’s help. In vain. 

ello was fighting, as ho said, to free the 
conntry from the yoke of Peixoto, whom 
he called a tyrant President. Da Gama 
was only moderately in sympathy with the 
Movement, A change of Presidents was 
not enough. He wanted an entire change 
of Government—to break upaltogether the 
Republio and restore the monarchy. On 
those terms he might revolt. 

“Matters word getting serious with Mel- 
le. Hehad to get Da Gama's ald or see 
himself beaten. So instead of capitulat- 
ing to the Government, he capitulated to 
Da Gama. He gave up his own idea to 
follow the lead of DaGama, Anything to 
beat the Government, 

“On those terms Da Gama went over to 
the revolutionists, and took with him all 
the remaining strength of the navy. It is 
he now who is the head of the revolutionary 
movement, and it is his ideas that govern. 
The issue is nuw clearly defined. It isa 
fight for the restoration of the Empire, 
and just so far as it ism struggle for mon- 
srohy it can never be permanently success: 
ful, for republican ideas are too strong 
now in Brazil to be ever overthrown, 

“Let me say a word about the personal- 
ity of these men who are fighting—Preal- 
dent Peixoto on one side and Da Gama and 
Mello on the other, Peixoto is not the 
ignorant, mere soldier his enemies have 
tried to make him out. He is a self-made 
man, it is true, but he has had a good edu 
cation, In the military college he was first 
in his olass, Hoe is a man of deliberate 
habit of mind and is silentalways. He re 
minds one much of Gen. Grant. A man 
of abont fifty-five years, he knows no phy- 
sical fear, is quict, unobtrusive, pationt, a 
good soldier and has all the ounning of 
the Indian, whioh he inherited. It is not 
probable that he will voluntarily retire, 
pertioularly as ho has the support of the 
national sentiment, and because he knows 
that the President of every State in the 
Brazilian Union heartily commends and 
supports him in his determination to put 
down the rebellion and to maintain the 
Constitution and tho integrity of the Bra- 
zilian Republic, 

“Da Gama is of different tem peorament— 
magnetic, impulsive, yet a student anda 
man of uncasual refinement. He comes of 
an old and noble family, and during the 
empire stood close to the Emperor. Poli 
tical prefermont came easily to him, and 
ho has been always successful in handling 
men, You can see how he comes natural- 
ly by his love for monarchy, 

‘Mello is shrewd, a born manager, with 
the fatal defect of lacking judgment, He 
is @ little unbalanced, and allows his emo- 
tlons to outwoigh his judgment. He is 
sincere usually, but ho oares little for the 
monarohy whioh hoe is struggling to restore 
under Da Gama's lead To overthrow 
Peixoto is his ambition, Both be and Da 
Gama are a fow yours younger than Poix 
oto, 

‘Now that Da Gama 1s in control of the 


rebellion a monarchy would be declared 
should it sucoced. The crown would go 
to Prince Dom Pedro d'Alcantara, now 


eighteen years old, the oldest son of the

That the walk was hurriedly 
decided upon was shown by the fact that 
both Professor Shortlidge and Mrs. Short- 
lidge had their night clothes on under 
their other garments, The sound of ths 
revolver shots brought several men to the 
spot where Isy the bodies of Professor 
Shortlidge and his wife. The former was 
stretched across the body of his wife, 
moaning : ‘‘ Marie, Marie, speak to me, 
speak to mo, what have I done. what have 
I done ?” 

Coroner Quinley had the body removed 
and the raving maniao was taken to the 
ail. Since he went there Professor Short- 

dge has had mild, lucid intervals, and 
then he realizes that he shot his wife, al- 
though he does not know sho is dead, and 
the thought unbalances his mind and he 
begins to rave again.

The pur- 
ehaser stated that he wanted to shoot a 
dog that had bitten his son.

the reduction in customs duties, there was 
no alternative but to adopt it, The tax

THEY ARE BECOMING AGGRESSIVE. 





























Gathering at the City Hall in Large 
Numbers They Threateningly Demand 
If You GCannot Give 


Compelled to 


Employment — ** 
Us Work We Will Bo 
Steal," They Say. 


Ouevenann, Jan, 8.—A large crowd of 
unomployed mon marohed to the City Hall 
yoaterday and demanded work from the 
city authorities, They were acoompantied 
by a number of women somo of them 
carrying children in thelr arms. Ories of 
‘* We will have work or tear down the 
City Hall" were heard. When informed 
that there was no work for them, the 
crowd gathered outside and held an indig 
nation meeting in which the oity govern 
mont was denounced in unmeasured terms. 

A committee was appointed to wait 
upon Inspector Farley and lay thelr com 
plaint before him, and another was sent 
to the newspaper offices with the message 
that the workingmen muat have work or 
something to eat at once. James Cooney. 
spokesman of the committee that waited 
on Farley, said he had a wife and three 
children and hia baby was dying for lack 
of food. : 

“Tf you cannot give us work,” he said, 
** we will be compollod to steal.”” 


OUTRAGE ON CATHOLICS, 





Dofenceloas People Butchered by Blood- 
Thirsty Cossacks. 


Brau, Jan. 8.—The Volks Zeitung 
ablishes mail advices from Krosche, 
aring out in every particular the fiat 
story of the recent killing of the Catholics. 
It adds that the Cossacks displayed the 
greatest barbarity and took fiendish delight 
in killing defenceless women and children. 
It is said that some of the younger women 
were subjected to the vilest indignities by 
the Cossacks. After the capture of the 
church by the soldiers the building was 
desecrated in every conceivable way, some 
of the Cossacks throwing the host from 
the altar and trampling uponit. The roe- 
ligious symbols and church decorations 
were completely destroyed. The people 
who had been killed by lance thrusts or by 
blows from swords were lying about the 
church in every direction, while those who 
were wounded were lying among them 
ing and moaning, while the Cossacks, 
heedless of their piteous appeals. trampled 
upon them with their hea boots and 
sometimes struck at them with their spurs. 
In the meantime the Catholics, who had 
fled in dismay when they saw so many of 
their comrades fall, ran in the direction of 
the river. A separate band of Cossacks 
started after them, brandishing their 
lances and swords and shouting at the top 
of their voices, ‘‘ Kill the cattle.” 

The special says that some of the fleeing 
people fell to the ground in an agony of 
fright and were struck with lances by the 
horsemen as they dashed by in pursuit of 
the fugitives. Several are alleged to have 
been killed in this manner, When the 
river was reached many of the fugitives 
plunged in and sought toswim to the other 
side. A number of them were drowned, 
the Cossacks standing on the bank, laugh- 
ing and jeering at them in response to their 
cries for help. Those who did not jump 
into the river were secured by the Cossacks 
and taken back to thetown. The authori- 
ties ordered all of them flogged, and the 
order was carried out in the market place. 
Women as well as men were stripped until 
they were practically naked and then 


whipped. 


Predicting a Financial Crisis. 

Lowpon, Jan. J.—The Investors’ Re- 
view publishes an article on the Bank of 
England. It predicts that unless a change 
is made {n the bank’s methods of business, 
a financial orisis will be brought about 
compared with which the recent Baring 
failure will be of small importance. The 
article attacks the bank with reference to 
ita discount business, It says that after 
years of observation the conolusion has 
been reached that the bank does not abide 
by the rate of discount fixed by the court 
and thereby sustains at times some bad 
losses. The article more than hints that 
the secret facts in connection with the 
management of the bank are worse than 
any yet made public. 








Dangerous at the Wrong End. 
Lonpon, Jan. 3.—The alleged failure of 
the dynamite gun on the American con- 
verted steamer Nictheroy, now in Brazilian 
waters, has caused a great deal of talk 
here. Military and naval experts are op- 
to Zalinski’s pneumatio invention.

ed, eight years ago, it was condemned, and 
that the United States Government then 
refused to adopt it.

Aground in the Manchester Canal. 

ManonesteR, Jan, 8,—Tho first accident 
inthe Manchester ship canal which has 
been opened to general traffic, ocourred 
yesterday. The steamer Granada, laden 
with grain and fruit, ran aground near 
the part in the coal basin. The barge 
Sophie Wilhelmine, the leading vessel in 
the opening procession, could not reach 
Manchester owing to ao scarcity of water. 
She was obliged to remain at Latehford, 
and will stsy there until there is water 
sufficient to allow herto reach the next 
lecks,

HON. MACKENZIE BOWELL SPEAKS 
He Tells of His Visit to the Australian 


Colonies In Connection With Trade 


Nogotiations—Hon. Mr. Foster Speaks, 


but Not on the Tarif’—Hon. Mr. Rosas’ 


Humor, 


Toronto, Jan, 56,—The fourth annual 
banquet of the Toronto Board of Trade 
was held last night in the Pavilion, About 


| 600 persons were present. 


These annual affairs, though no doubt 
grand enough in theinselves, owe their 
chief claim to public importance to the 
presence on each occasion of those high in 
legislative circles, 

Lord Aberdeen, Governor-General of 
Canada, arrived from Ottawa for the oo- 
casion. He was accompanied by the young 
Lord Ava, son of the Karl of Dufferin, who 
is at present wintering in Ottawa and 


| Montreal. 


On the platform sat Mr. W. R, Wilkie, 
the president, and on either side of him 
the following gentlemen ;—Col. F. OC. 
Denison, Lord Ava, Mr. T. G. Shaugh- 
nessy, Major-Gen. Herbert, Mr. Pater- 
son, M.P., Hon. G. W. Ross, the Governor- 
General, Lieut.-Goy, Kirkpatrick, Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell, Hon, T, M, Daly, Hon. 
G, E, Foster and Mayor Fleming. 

At nine o'clock the toast list was taken 
up. “A hearty response was given to the 
toust of the ** Queen.” 

When his Excellenoy the Governor- 
General responded to the toast proposed 
by President Wilkie, he was received with 
a tremendous uproar of applause, 

Y foe Lord Aberdgen Said. 

Lord Aberdeen spoke of the great ploa- 
sure'such a reception afforded:him. Look- 
ing back ovér the past year he though- 
we could not fail to notice two very nott 
able eyents. Ho referred as the first to 
the Behring Sea arbitration. The result 
had been very favorable to Canada. But 
he said the next chapter of that trans- 
action was yet'to bé written. He referred 
to the legislation necessary to enforce the 
provisions of the award. But he was 
confident that the matter would be 
settled satisfactorily. The other great 
event which Canadians should look back 
to with pride was the success which they 
scored at the World’s Fair. Canada had 


“made such a showing of the world’s pro- 


duots that no further proof was required 
of her capabilities, 

In connection with the satisfactory con- 
dition of Canada and her people, Lord 
Aberdeen reminded his hearers that very 
little could have been accomplished had 
Confederation never been effected. In all 
the trinmphs of the country Ontario had 
pare a leading part, and he hoped the 

anner province of Canada would further 
distinguish itself by smothering out from 
the utterances and actions of Ser people 
anything which savored of bigotry. 

Following Lord Aberdeen came the toast 
to Lieut.-Goyernor Kirkpatriok, to which 
he gave a brief reply. @ was pleased to 
meet the leafling business men of the pro: 
vince, the men to whose intelligence and 
ability the country owed so much. He 
also referred to the great success of Canada 
at the Fair, It did not come by chance, 
but was the result of the industry, the in- 
telligence and ability of the people. 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell. 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell was the next 
speaker. Referring to his recent trip to 
Australis, te said he would be unable to 
tell all or even any great part of what he 
learned while abroad. 

On landing in Canada he was surprised 
beyond expression to find ont that he had 
stirred up a rebellion in Hawaii, What 
he had done was to discuss with the peo-

there the advantages they would derive 
y trading with Canada. He would do the 
same thing again. Turning to Australia, he 
explained that there were in that country 
seven separate governments, ‘Thus it 
would easily be seen that trade nogotia- 
tions were made under considerable dif- 
floulty, But there was one important 
subjecton which all the Australian col- 
onies were unanimons They loved like 
true Britons the British empire. (Ap- 
planse.) Asan example of how Canada’s 
commercial relations were growing Mr. 
Bowell gave some facts and figures on the 
amount of agricultural implements sold to 
the Australians, 

He explained tho great benefit to be 
derived by Canada by the proposed direct 
steamship connection with Australia stat 
ing that as the freight rates would be so 
much lower, Canadian manufacturers and 
sgriculturista would find the market muoh 
ouaslér to reach. 

In conclusion, Mr Bowell dr : 
tion to the financial depression which -hed 
come upon the United States, Australia 
many European countries, and 3 
land itself, While banks hac 
all over the English speaking world only 
one such collapse had taken place in 
Canada. This was incontrovertable evi 
dence of Canada's sound financial syatem 
This fact he had pointed ont with good 
effect to our Australian cousing while he 
was among them this summer 

On resuming his soat Mr 
greeted with an outburst of 
cries of ‘‘ More, more,”

clared that they were just like the Ontario 
Legislature, 

Mr, W. Paterson, M.P., Brant, alao re 
plied in a brief address to the toast of 
“The Dominion Parliament and Legisla 
tive Assemblics.” 

Major-Goneral Herbort. 

“The Army, Navy and Active Militia” 
was the next toast honored, Major-Gen. 
Herbert responded. He assured his hearers 
that he was not an alarmist by any means. 
But at the samo time he was deeply im- 
prossed with the necessity of further mili- 
tary defence of the country. He gave it as 
his opinion that Canada’s forces wore at 
present, on the whole, well organized. 

The Minister of Finance. 

When the Minister of Finance rose to 
respond to the toast, ‘The Commercial, 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Inter- 
ests,” it was expected by some that he 
would touch npon the all-absorbing topio 
of the tariff. He said nothing, however, 
on this subject. He asked to be excused 
from making a apeech. Hoe regarded the 
banquet as one of the most beneficial 
events ever held in Toronto. He was 
highly pleased at the tone of the speeches. 
They all showed that partisan feeling on 
this occasion was very properly placed in 
the background. 

Lord Ava and the Ladies,

HIS WIFE WAS HOPELESSLY CRAZY. 


But it Would Appear Thnt the Acoused 


Was Not Entirely Inattentive to Her 


The Marriage Certificate Producod— 
The Prisoner Called Himscif ‘* Cooper"’ 


at the Notre Dame Hospital 


Jovierts, Jan, 5,—The examination of 
Dr. Clarke, medical superintendont of the 
Rockwood Asylum, lasted the whole morn- 
ing. At the continuation of the Hooper 
murder trial he testified that deceased had 
been admitted on October 14, 1891, on a 
declaration made by John R. Hooper, The 
name of the patient was given as Georgina 
Hooper, and the accused filled in the 
blanks in answer to the printed questions. 

He declared that she had never attempt- 
ed to do violence to herself and others, 
and that she had never suffered from epi- 
lepsy. Ho had visited her frequently dur- 
ing the earlier time of her confinement, 
but no visits or enquiries were made by 
the accused in 1893 until August, when he 
wrote asking for permission to remove his 
wife. The reasons given in the letter for 
the change were that the writer was about 


| to leave for Europe, and after consultation 


with her relatives in Quebec it had been 
decided to leave her in their care during 
his absence. He went to the asylum and 
took her away about 4 am. on 
ing of Sunday, Sept. 10. During the

Oil Furnaces. —Great big drop in price in— 


Attention is called to the fact that for 
some time past the superintendent of mo- 
tive power of the southwestern system of 
Pennsylvania lines has been successfully in- 
troducing oil furnaces in the various black- 
smith shops along the 1outa A special 
feature of this furnace is the absenoe of any 
stack or other means for carrying off the 
product of combustion. 

It has been found by experiment that on 
astack being placed on such furnaces the 
temperature cannot be maintained at as 
high a point as desirod, but withouta stack 
the flames and products of combustion 
have a tendenoy to areep out wherever 
there isan opening. On this account the 
doors in the front of the furnace are most 
carefully fitted, an additional precaution 
being to protect the buckstaffs in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the doors by extending 
outarib of firebrick from the front wall 
These furnaces when first installed, and at 
the then low price of oil, gave an economy 
of about 50 per cent over that of coal fur- 
naces and an increased output of 25 per 
cent—the economy not being wholly due, 
however, tothe difference in the cost of fuel, 
but also te the reduction of labor, there be- 
ing no shoveling of coal and ashes.—New 
York Sun.

“SHORTENED LIVES; OR, ACHEERFUL 
GOODBY TO 1893." 


Rev. Dr. Talmage Chooses a Vory Timely 
Subject For His Sermon—The Christian 
Ins Just Three Hundred and Sixty-five 


Milos Nearer Home. 


BROOKLYN, Dec. 31.—In the forenoon 
service at the Brooklyn Tabernacle today 
Rev, Dr. Talmage preached on the subject 
of “Shortened Lives; or, A Cheerful Good- 
by to 1893."" The text selected was Isaiah 
Ivil, 1, "The righteous is taken away from 
the evil to come.” 

We have written for the last time at the 
head of our letters and business documenta 
the figures 1893, 
year. In January last we celebrated its 
birth. Today we attend its obsequies, An- 
other 12 months have been cut out of our 
earthly continuance, and it is a time for 
absorbing reflection. 

We all spend much time in panegyric of 
longevity. We consider ita great thing to 
live to be an octogenarian. If any one dies 
in youth, we say, ‘What a pity!” Dr. 
Muhlenberg in old age said that the hymn 
written in early life by his own hand no 
more expressed his sentiment when it said, 

I would not live alway. 

If one be pleasantly circumstanced, he 
never wants to go. William Cullen Bry- 
ant, the great poet, at 82 years of age, stand- 
ing in my house in a festal group, reading 
“Thanatopsis’”’ without spectacles, was just 
as anxious to live as when at 18 years of age 
he wrote the immortal threnody. Cato 
feared at 80 years of age that he would not 
live to learn Greek. Monaldesco at 115 
yeurs, writing the history of histime, feared 
a collapse. Theophrastus writing a book 
at 00 years of age was anxious to live to 
complete it. Thurlow Weed at about 86 
years of age found life as great a desirabil- 
ity as when he snuffed out his first politi- 
cian. 

Albert Barnes, so well prepared for the 
next world, at 70 said he would rather stay 
here. So it is allthe way down. I suppose 
that the last time Methusaleh was out of 
doors in a storm he was afraid of getting 
his feet wet lest it shorten his days. In- 
deed I some time ago preached a sermon 
on the blessings of longevity, but in this, 
the last day of 1893, and when many are 
filled with sadness at the thought that an- 
other chapter of their life is closing, and 
that they have 865 days less to live, I pro- 
pose to preach to you abont the advantages 
of an abbreviated earthly existence, 

THE MORGUE OF THE UNIVERSE. 

If I were an agnostic, 1 would say a man 
is blessed in proportion to the number of 
years he can stay on “terra firma,” because 
after that he falls off the docks, aud if he is 
ever picked out of the depths it is only to 
be setupinsome morgue of the universe 
to see if anybody will claim bim. If I 
thought God made man only to last 40 or 
50 or 100 years, and then he was to go into 
annihilation, I would say his chief business 
ought to be to keep alive and even in good 
weather to be very cautious, and to carry 
an umbrella and take overshoes and life 
preseryers and bronze armor and weapons 
of defense lest he fall off into nothingness 
and obliteration. 

But, my friends, you are not agnostics, 
You believe in immortality and the eternal 
residence of the righteous in heaven, and 
therefore I first remark that an abbreviated 
earthly existence is to be desired, and is a 
blessing because it makes one’s life work 
very compact, 

Some men go to business at 7 o’clock in 
the morning and return at 7 in the evening. 
Others go at 8 o’clock and return at 12, 
Others go at 10 and return at 4. I have 
friends who are ten hours a day in business; 
others who are five hours; others who are 
one hour, They all do their work well 
They do their entire work, and then they re. 
turn. Which position do you think the 
most desirable? You say, other things be- 
ing equal, the man who is the shortest time 
detained in business and who can return 
home the quickest is the most blessed. 

Now, my friends, why not carry that good 
sense into the subject of transference from 
this world? If a person die in childhood, he 
gets through his work at 9 o'clock in the 
morning. If he die at 45 years of age, he 
gets through his work at 12 o’clock noon. If 
he die at 70 years of age, he gets through his 
work at5o’clock inthe afternoon. If he 
die at 90, he has to toil all the way on up to 
11 o'clock at night. The sooner we get 
through our work the better. The harvest 
all in barrack or barn, the farmer does not 
sit down in the stubble field; but, shoulder- 
ing his scythe and taking his pitcher from 
under # tree, he makes a straight line for 
the old homestead. All we want to be anx- 
fous about is to get our work doneand well 
done, the quicker the better, 

MORAL DISASTER ESCAPED. 

Again, there is a blessing in an abbre- 
viated earthly existence in the fact that 
moral disaster might come upon the manif 
he tarried longer. A man who had been 
prominent in churches, and who had been 
admired for his generosity and kindness 
everywhere, for forgery was sent to state 
prison for 15 years. ‘I'wenty years before 
there was no more probability of that man’s 
committing a commercial dishonesty than 
that you will commit commercial dishon- 
esty. The number of men who fall into 
ruin between 50 and 70 years of age is sim- 
ply appalling. If they had died 80 years be- 
fore, it would have been better for them 
and better for their families. The shorter 
the voyage the less chance for a cyclone. 

There is a wrong theory abroad that if 
one’s youth be right his old age will be 
right. You might as well say there is noth- 
ing wanting for a ship's safety except to 
get it fully launched on the Atlantic ocean, 
I have sometimes asked those who were 
schoolmates or college mates of some great 
defrauder: ‘What kind of a boy was he? 
What kind of a young man was he?’ and 
they have sald: Why, be was a splendid 
fellow. I bad no idea hecould ever «0 into 
such an outrage.” The fact is, the great 
temptation of life sometimes comes far on 
in midlife or in old age 

The first time I crossed the Atlantic 
ocean it was as smooth asa millpond, and 
I] thought the sea captains and the voyagers 
bad slandered the old ocean, and I wrote 
home an essay for a magazine on “The 
Bmile of the Sea,” but I never afterward 
could have written that thing, for before 
we got home we got a terrible shaking up, 
The first voyage of life may be very smooth, 
the last may be aeuroclydon. Many who 
start life in great prosperity do not end ft 
in prosperity. 

The great pressure of temptation comes 
sometimes in this direction. At about 45 
years of & man’s nervous system 
changes, and some one tells him he must 

take stimulants to keep himself up, and he 
takes stimulants to keep himself up, until 
the stimulants keep him down, or a man 
has been going along for 80 or 40 years in 
unsuccessful business, and here is an open- 
ing where by one dishonorable action he 
can lift himself and lift his family from all 
financial embarrassment, Ho attempts to 
leap the chasm, and he falls into it,

Chen it ia tn after life that the great 
temptation of success comes If a man 
makea fortune before 40 years of ago, he | 
generally loses it before 40. The solid and 
the permanent fortunes for the most part | 
do not come to their climax until in mid | 
lifeor in old age. The most of the bank 
presidents have white hair, Many of those 
who have been largely successful have been 
full of arrogance or worldliness or dissi- 
pation in old age. They may not have iost 
their integrity, but they bave become so 
worldly and so selfish under the influence 
of large success that it is evident to every- 
body that their success bas been a temporal 
calamity and an eternal damage, 

Concerning many people it may be eaidit 
seems as if it would have been better if they 
could have embarked from this life at 20 or 
80 years of age, Do you know why the 
vast majority of people dio before 85? It is 
because they have not the moral endurance 
for that which is beyond the 80, and a mer- 
ciful God will not allow them to be put to 
the fearful strain, 

Again, there isa blessing in an abbrevi- 
ated earthly existeneéin the fact that one 
is the sooner taken off the defensive. As 
soon as one is old enouch to take care of 
omuseir oe is poo on O18 guard, Bolts on 
the door to keep out the robbers, Fireproof 
safes to keep off the flames, Life insurance 
and fire insurance against accident. Re- 
ceipts lest you have to pay a debt twice. 
Lifeboat against shipwreck. Westinghouse 
airbrake against railroad collision, There 
are many ready to overreach you and take 
all you have. Defense against cold, de- 
fense against heat, defense against sickness, 
defense against the world’s abuse, defense 
all the way down to the grave, and even the 
tombstone sometimes is not a sufficient 
barricade, 

If a soldier who has beer on guard, shiv- 
ering and stung with the cold, pacing up 
and down the parapet with shouldered mus- 
ket, is glad when some one comes to relieve 
guard and he can go inside the fortress, 
ought not that man to shout for joy who 
can put down his weapon of earthly de- 
fense and go into the king's castle? Who 
is the more fortunate—the soldier who has 
to stand guard 12 hours or the man who 
has to stand guard six hours? We have 
common sense about everytbing but re- 
ligion, common sense about everything but 
transference from this world. 

A FORTUNATE ESCAPE, 

Again, there isa blessing in an abbrevi- 
ated earthly existence in the fact that one 
escapes so many bereavements. The longer 
we live the more attachments and the more 
kindred, the more chords to be wounded or 
rasped or sundered. Ifa man live on to 70 
or 80 years of age, how many graves are 
cleft at his feet! In that long reach of time 
father and mother go, brothers and sisters 
go, children go, grandchildren go, personal 
friends outside the family circle whom they 
had loved witha love like that of David 
and Jonathan. 

Besides that, some men have a natural 
trepidation about dissolution, and ever and 
anon during 40 or 50 or 60 years this horror 
of their dissolution shudders through soul 
and body. Now, suppose the lad goes at 16 
years of age. Hoe escapes 50 funerals, 50 
caskets, 50 obsequies, 50 awful wrenchings 
of the heart. It is hard enough for us to 
bear their departure, but is it not easier for 
us to boar their departure than for them to 
stay and bear 50 deparcures? Shall we not, 
by the grace of God, rouse ourselves into a 
generosity of bereavement which will prac- 
tically say, ‘It is hard enough for me to go 
through this bereavement, but how glad I 
am that he will never have togo though it?” 

So I reason with myself, and so you will 
find it helpful to reason with yourselves, 
David lost his son. Though David was

consolable for sometime. At this distance 
of time, which do you really think was the 
one to be congratulated—the short lived 
child or the long lived father? Had David 
died as early as that child died he would, 
in the first place, have escaped that partic- 
ular bereavement; then he would have es- 
caped the worse bereavement of Absalom, 
his recreant son, and the pursuit of the 
Philistines, and the fatigues of his military 
campaigns, and the jealousy of Saul, and 
the perfidy of ‘Ahithophel, and the curse of 
Shimei, and the destruction of his family 
at Ziklag, and, aboveall, he would have es- 
caped the two great calamities of his life— 
the great sins of uncleanness and murder, 
David lived to be of vast use to the church 


t 
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and the world, but so far as his own happi- | 


ness was concerned does it not seem to you 
that it would have been better for him to 
have gone early? 

Now, this, my friends, explains some 
things that to you have been inexplicable, 
This shows you why when God takes little 
children from a household he is very apt to 
take the brightest, the most genfal, the most 
sympathetic, the mosttalented. Why? It 
is because that kind of nature suffers the 
most when it does suffer, and is most Mable 
to temptation, God saw the tempest sweep- 
ing up from the Caribbean, and he put the 
delicate craft into the firstharbor, ‘‘Taken 
away from the evil to come,” 

GOD'S FAVORITE THE CIRCLE. 

Again, my friends, there is a blessing in 
an abbreviated earthly existence in the 
fact tbat it pnts ene sooner in the center of 
things. Allastronomers, infidel as well as 
Christian, agree in believing that the uni- 
verse swings around some great center. 
Any one who has studied the earth and 
studied the heavens. knows that God's fa- 
vorite figure in geometry is a circle. When 
God put forth his hand to create the uni- 
verse, he did not strike that hand at right 
angles, but he waved it in a circle and kept 
on waving itinacirolé until systems and 
constellations and galaxies and all worlds 
took that motion. Our planet swinging 
around tho sun, other * fanel swinging 
around other suns, but somewhere a great 
hub around which the great wheel of the 
universe turns. Now, that centeris heaven, 
That is the capital of the universe. That 
is the great metropolis of immensity. 

Now, does not our common sense teach 
us that in matters of study it is better for 
us to move out from the center toward the 
circumference rather than to be on the clr- 
cumference, where our World now is? We 
are like those who study the American con- 
tinent while standing onthe Atlantic beach, 
The way to study the continent is to cross 
it or go to the heart of it, Our standpoint 
in this world is defective. We are at the 
wrong end of the telescope, The best way 
to study a plece of machinery is not to stand 
on the doorstep and try to look in, but to 
go in with the ongineer and take our place 
right amid the sawa and the cylinders. We 
wear our eyes out and Our brain ont from 
the fact we are studying under such great 
disadvantage. 

Millions of dollars for observatories to 
study things about the moon, about the 
sun, about the rings of Saturn, about tran- 
sits and occultations and eclipses, almply 
because our studio, our Observatory is poor 
ly situated. Weare down in the cellar try- 
ing to study the palace of the universe, 
while our departed Christian friends have 
gone up stairs amid the skylights to study. 

Now, when one can sooner get to the cen- 
ter of things, is he not to be congratulated? 


Who wants to be alwaysin the freshinan 
class? We study God in this world by the 
Biblical photograph of him, but we all 
know we can in five minutes of Interview 
with a friend get more Aoourato ideu of him 


than we can by studylog him years 
through pictures of words, The little child 
that died last night today knows more of 
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Vrinceton, 
and all New Brunswick, and all Edinburgh, 
and all the theolowical lnustitutions in Chris- 
tendom. Isitnot better to go up to the 
very headquarters of knowledge? 

MAY TIME ORCIARDS OF HEAVEN, 

Does not our common sense teach us that 
it ia better to. be at the center than to be 
clear out on the rim of the wheel, holding 
nervously fast to the tire lest we be sudden- 
ty hurled into light and eternal felicity? 
Through all kinds of optical iustruments 
trying to peer in through the cracks and 
the keyholes of heaven—afraid that both 
doors of the celestial mansion will be swung 
wide open before our entranced vision— 
rushing about among the apothecary shops 
of this world, wondering if this is good for 
rheumatism, and that is good for neural- 
gia, and something else is good fora bad 
cough, lest we be suddenly ushered iatoa 
land of everlasting health, where the in 
habitant never says, “I am sick.’ 

What fools we all are to prefer the cir- 
What a dread- 
ful thing it would be if we shonld be sud- 
denly ushered from this wintry world into 
the Maytime orchards of heaven, and if our 
pauperism of sin and sorrow should be sud- 
denly broken up by a presentation of an 
emperor's castle, surrounded by parks with 
springing fountains, and paths, up, aod 
down which angela of God walk two and 
two, 

We stick to the world as though we pre- 
ferred cold drizzle to warm habitation, dis- 
cond to cantata, sackcloth to royal purple— 
as though we preferred 4 piano with four or 
five keys out of tune to an instrument fully 
attuned—as though earth and heaven bad 
exchunged apparel and earth had taken on 
bridal array and heaven had gone into deep 
mourning, all its waters stagnant, all its 
harps broken, all chalices cracked at the 
dry wells, all the lawns sloping to the river 
plowed with graves, with dead angels up 
der the furrow. Ob, 1 want to break up 
my own infatuation and I want to break up 
your infatuation for this world. I tell you, 
if we are ready and if our work {s done, the 
sooner wé go the better, and if there are 
blessings in longevity T want you toknow 
right well theré are also blessings in an ab- 
prevyiated ¢arthiy existence, 


If the spirit of this sermon is true, how 
consoled you ought to feel about nicmbers 
of your families that went early! “Taken 
from the evil to coma,” this book says. 
What a fortunate escape they had! How } 
glad we ought to feel that they will never | 
have to go through the struggles which we | 
have bad to go through! They had just} 
time enough to get out of the cradle nnd 
run up the springtimé hills of this world 
and see how it looked, and then they start 
ed for a better stopping place. ‘They were 
like ships that put in at St. Heleta, stay- 
ing there long enough to let passcucers go 
up and seé the barracks of Napoleon's cap- 
tivity and then hoist sail for the port of | 
their own native land. They only took this } 
world “in transitu.” It is tard for ns, but; 
it is blessed for them. 

MANY MLLES NEARER HOME, 

And if the spirit of this sermon is.true,, 
then we ought not to go around sighing and - 
groaning because another year bas gone! 
but we ought to go down on one knee by, 
the milestone and see the letters and thank 
God that we are 365 miles nearer homec} 
We ought not to go around with morbid ' 
feelings about our health or about antici-! 
pated demise. We ought to be living not 
according to’that old maxim Which I tsed 
to hear in my boyhood, that you iust live 
as though every day were the last; You 
must live as though you were to live for- 
ever, for you will. ‘Do not be nervous lest 
you have to move out of a shanty into an 
Alhambra. |

Not Necessary to Walt for the Deolsion

Hamitton, Jan. 6.—Mr. W. W. Bu- 
chanan, editor of the Templar and obief 
of the temperance party in Ontario, was 
interviewed by a reporter yesterday on 
the question of the plebiscite vote. He 
said the vote was much larger than pro- 
hibitionists expected, and was particular!

ance party was bound to press the ques- 
tion at once. 

They will immediately demand from the 
Ontario Government the prohibition of 
the retail traffic, which is clearly within 
their jurisdiction, and from the Dominion 
Government ,they will demand the pro- 
hibition of mannfacture and sale, This is 
advised by Senator Scott, author of the 
Scott act and a very eminent authority on 
such matters,

ONCE MORE ADJOURNED. 


More Evidence Given at the Inquest of 
the Williams Murder Case. 


CooxsviL_e, Jan, 6.—The last witnesses 
examined in the Williams inquest were the 
Brown family, of 18 Price street. James 
Brown deposed that he had known Mao- 
Wherrell for nearly four years, The 
prisoner had stopped at his place on Deo. 
21, and left the next day, stating he was 
going to Little York. MacWherrell told a 
member of the Brown family that he had 
been out riding and a friend told him he 
had better take the pea jacket off or he 
would be accused of the murder, 

Cross-examined” by Mr. Robinette wit. 
ness said MacWherrell had never told him 
that he had been out at the scene of the 
murder, He had seen MacWherrell amoke 
oigars, but only once did he see him with 
a pipe, a briar root with a bone stem. 

James Brown, jr., and Arthur Brown, 
aged 11, corroborated the senior Brown’s 
evidence. William Moody and Ross Gold- 
thorpe identified the horse. 

William Neff, the man who picked up a 
traveller, and gave him a rideon the day 
of the murder, whom he took to be Mac- 
Wherrell, was called, and on looking at 
the prisoner said he was not the man. 

J.D. Hickey testified to finding a purse 
of money in a trunk at the Williama 
house. 

The inquest will be resumed on Thurs- 
day next, when the Crown will offer more 
evidence,

FRENCHMEN FREEZING TO DEATH- 


The Thames Frozen With Trading Veoes- 
sole Fast in the Ioe—Snow Storme in 


Northern England Reader Roads Im- 





passable—The Poor Saffering Terribly 
All Over the Country, 


Lonpon, Jan, 5. —The severe weather of 
the last two days in Great Britain and the 
continent still continues, and, If any- 
thing, increasing it? rigor. In Cornwall 
the cold is greater than before experienced 
in 50 years In Hyde Park, London, the 
thermometer registers 11 degrees above 
zero. The Thames, from Windaor to Ted 
dington, is frozen over. A namber of 
trading veasela aro fast in the ice in the 
middle of the stream. 

Snow has been falling in the county of 
Westmoroland, Northorn England, for 24 
hours, and the storm shows no sign of 
cessation. The roade in every direction 
have been rendered impassable’ by drifts. 
Two mail coaches running bétween Lon 
don and Tunbridge in Kent are snowed in 
on the road. The suffering of the poor 
all over the country is terrible. 

A despatch from Mazanaga to Lloyds 
says that in the storm off the Morocco 
coast the French steamer LeVosges struck 
sunken rocks and foundered. 

Connoillor Dujardin, while leaving o 
meeting in the Town Hall in Boubaix, 
France, last night, was smitten by cold 
and died in five minutes of congestion of 
the brain. A postman died of oold in 
Vesouls, 





TROUBLE AHEAD FOR FRANCE: 


British Soldiers Fired on and Killed in 
West Africa. 

Lrverpoor, Jan, 6.—A despatch from 
Sierra Leone says: ‘‘ Captain Lendy and 
Sergeant Liston, of the British army, to- 
gether with 26 men of a West India regi- 
ment have been killed at Warina in the 
interior, Details of the affair are very 
meagre, Capt. Lendy had charge of the 
newly organized frontier police, and it is 
surmised that at the time of the seis 
he was in command of the frontier expedi- 
tion and the French mistook him and his 
men for the natives, against whom they 
were then operating.” 

Lonpon, Jan. 6.—Military and political 
ciroles are greatly excited by a sensational 
report which reached here from Sierra 
Leone, Sensgambia, the British colonial 
settlement of West Afrioa. 

According to this report, Capt. E. A. 
W. Lendy, inspector-general of the fron- 
tier police, with 26 men and several offi- 
cers of the first battaliop of a West Indian 
regiment, who were engaged in an expedi- 
tion against the Sofas, had been killed, 
and it is added that they were shot by 
French troops. 

It was also reported that a French 
officer engaged in the attack was captured. 

The news of the massacre has been con- 
firmed by the advices of the foreign and 
war offices. The officers killed were Capt. 
Lendy, Lieut. C. Wroughton, Lieut. Lis- 
ton and a sergeant. The 26 privates who 
were shot were all negroes, The Govern- 
ment despatches are withheld and only 
part of their contents can be ascertained. 
According to all accounts the French 
opened fire upon the British troops with- 
out provocation or warning. How they 
could have made such a mistake is very 
difficult to conceive, as the West India 
regiment wears bright scarlet uniforms, 
carries British arms and observes all the 
regulations of army discipline. The at- 
tack took place in the distriot whose 
possession is atill a matter of dispute be- 
tween France and England 


AFFAIRS IN BRAZIL. 


British Interests at Rio Janecire Are 
Protected by Four Warships. 

Lonpon, Jan. 6.—In the House of Com- 
mons further questions were asked yeaster- 
day regarding the situation at Rio Janeiro 
and the protection afforded British in- 
terests there. Sir U. Kay-Shuttleworth, 
Seoretary of the Admiralty, replied that 
there were four British warships at Rio 
Janeiro, which was a greater number than 
any other country had there. These ves- 
sels were sufficient to protect British in- 
tereste. He added that the admiralty had 
no intention of directing the commander 
of the British North American squadron 
to proceed to Rio Janeiro, as the Govern- 
ment had every confidence in Capt. Lang, 
the present British naval commander 
there. 

The British steamer Ruapehu, 2,659 
tons burden, sailed from London Deoem- 
ber 18 for Rio Janeiro. It may be that 
this is the vessel that is alleged to have 
been fired upon by Fort Lage, but in 
shipping Errata little credence is placed in 
the statement that Peixoto’s forces have 
fired upon a vessel carrying the British

Dairying !n Ontario” in a practical way, 
Dairy farming in Ontarlo was the farming 
the farmer should follow. 

A farmer should endeavor to avail him- 
self of the best crops. Wheat was ab one 
time the bes? article to ralsee. Many farm. 
ers entered Into its produetion on account 
of tts paying qualittes. Too much of ib 
was ralsed and no market could be found 
for ib. Since then {t had depreciated in 
valuy to some exte:bt. Dairying was now 
belng looked upon as a practical business, 
and many wers entering {nto 1b, There 
was no country where aolmals could live so 
well as in Canada, and especially in On- 
tarlo. Butter bad been increasing as an 
exportable article during the past few yeare, 
and the people were attending to ib more 
than ever. A great risk was being run 
when the cheese business was placed so 
much to the front, The market would be- 
come overstocked and prices decrease. If 
butter maklog was gone into more extens- 
{vely this could be avolded and the two 
classes—choeese and butter—divided up to 
production and profits. The price for 
butter recelved at the stations by patrons 
was ahead of the looal market. Thelr milk 
recelved 90$c per 100 lbs., as much as 
what was recelved at the cheese factory 
in the summer, bab thelr profits exceeded 
that of the sammer by their recelving the 
skim and butter milke back for thelr owao 
use. A oreamery for every ten factories 
should be, he bhought, the best plan. The 
reveuue of last year from oreameries was 
$640,000, a vast amount of money which 
the farmers would have never recelved had 
{ib nod been for the new industry, 1btis nob 
easy for a man to live twelve months on 
six months’ earnings, but auch the cheese- 
makers and farmers had to do, bub if they 
would patronize creameries they would 
have additional revenue, as was shown, and 
work all theyear round. Afcow was aliving 
organism and lived on other substances, 
Its constitatlon must be properly attended 
to. Oows should have a warm place to 
live in. The odor of the stable might not 
be pleasant, but the cow might enjoy Ir. 
The stable should be lighted and well 
alred, The cows should also be well sup- 
plied with pure water. Salt should be 


freely dispensed to the cows, as 
{o did them good. MHorse beans, 
if raised properly, were good 


for fodder to feed cows, The oll which 
comes from the sunflower was a good thing 
to place In the food fora cow to make it 
succulent, and he advised those present to 
plant it extensively. The sunflowers 
should be planted in rows three feet apart, 
each stalk being 14 feeb from its neighbor ; 
they should be planted as early as possible. 
It would pay to ralee more hogs, for they 
could be easily fattened on the skim milk 
coming from the creamerles, In his perora- 
tlon he sald that agrioultare was becoming 
oue of the most serlous questions {n Canada, 
and mon should try at gain all its faunda- 
mental principles. 

Mr. D. Derbyshire made a few romarks 
on the advantage of starting creamerles in 
every locality. 

Prof. James gave a short address on the 
*‘Advantages of a home markeb.”’ 

The convention adjourned, to meet at a 
place to be agreed upon. 

After the public meeting the newly 
elected Board of Directors met and or- 
ganized. Two committees were appointed, 
one for the East and one for the West, to 
look after the employment of competent 
{natructors, and the sum of $500 was ap- 
propriated to each committee for this par- 
pose, The committees were :—West— 
Messrs. Whitton, Madden and President 
Osrlow. East—Mosers. Kidd, Eager and 
Marphy. 

President Oarlow and Messrs. Wade and 
Murphy were appointed a committee to 
walt upon the Minister of Agrloulture to 
solicit an increased grant to enable the 
association to employ additional {natractors.

The Emigrant Clearing House Plan. 

Cutcago, Jan. 8.—Tronble has early 
overtaken the emigrant clearing house 
plan of the western roads. It has been 
found that the Grand Trunk and the Can- 
adian Pacific roads, while apparently ob- 
serving the commissions’ agreement on 
business ont of New York, aro atill paying 
exorbitant commissions on passengers 
reaching them through the Canadian ports, 
Both roads are paying $8 commission for 
each passenger turned over to them by 
the steamship companies through these 
ports, The effect of this is to divert the 
immigrant business away from Chicago so 
that the Chicago roads cannot get any 
portion of the haul.

ALONZO WRIGHT DEAD, 


The King of the Gatineau and a Well 
Known Polltiolan, 


Orrawa, Jan, 8,—Alonzo Wright, ox 
M.P. for Ottawa County, and long known 
as King of the Gatineau, died yeaterday. 

[Alonzo Wright was born at Hull, Feb 
ruary 26, 1825, and consequently was at 
the tine of his death in his 60th year. He 
sat ns tho representative of Ottawa county 
in the Canadian Assembly from 1862 
until the union, and afterwards in 
the House of Commons from Confedera 
tion until the dissolution in 1891, 

In Parliament Alonzo Wright was a strik- 
ing figure. Ho rarely took part in the 
debates, but when he did the Honse in- 
variably enjoyed a treat. One of the most 
memorable addresses which he dolivered 
in Parliament in recent years was in the 
course of the debate on the vote of 
thanks to the volunteers for their 
gallant services in the Northwest cam 
Ths House sat spellbound as 
Alonzo Wright bore tribute to the bravery 
of the citizen soldiery who had fought so 
gallantly and s0 well. 

The immediate cause of Mr, Wright's 
death was inflammation ofthe lungs, He 
was in the city last Wednesday, and is 
supposed to have caught cold then, which 
brought on a serious illness and termina- 
ted fatally. 


THE WILLIAMS MURDER. 


A Noighbor Who Seems to Have No Doubt 
as to MacWherrell's Gullit, 


Tononto, Jan, 8.—William Moody, who 
has had a good deal to say in connection 
with the Middle road tragedy, wandered 
into the oity on Saturday, Moody has 
given out several theories, all his own, re 
lating to the perpetration of the deed, and 
is evidently taking unusual interest in the 

rogress of the inquest, as it is said that 
he came to the city for the purpose of 
keeping an appointment with Detective 
Greer. 

To a reporter Moody said that the mur- 
der was still exciting considerable com- 
ment in the oilty. He was asked if he 
thobuht MacWherrell was the guilty one, 
and replied, ‘‘ If they have not the guilty 
man now they never will have.” 

The idea seems to be in some quarters 
that MacWherrell will be able to clear him- 
self of the charge. Certain it is, however, 
that the wholesale opinions expressed 
freely by irresponsible parties as to the 
guilt of the accused will not tend to lighten 
his task of proving his innocenoe, if inno- 
cent he be. 


Constructing More Warships, 

Lonpon, Jan. 8,—The Daily News says : 
“The Admiralty haye made ample pro- 
visions to fully maintain the strength of 
the navy and keep the dockyards em- 
ployed, iucluding four first-class warships 
similar to the Majestic and the Magnifi- 
cent, each costing about a million, and 
with 35,000 tons coal oapacity.. These 
warships will be arranged to enable them 
to keep the sea longer tnan any warship 
now afloat. It is estimated they will be 
completed in three years, 





Will Vaillant Die? 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.--ThepParls corres pond- 
ent of the Daily Chronicle telegraphs that 
Vaillant is firmly convinced that he will 
not be condemned to death. The jury and 
the court officials are continually receiving 
threats of vengence. There is a general 
expectation that an outrage will be com- 
mitted either before or after the trial of 
Vaillant. 


A Story from Alabama. 

Brmaanouam, Ala, Jan. 8.—At Alaga on 
Saturday Sid Cawthorn, an old desperado, 
came to town to kill Clay Crawford, agent 
of the Alabama Midland railroad, against 
whom he had an old grudge and whose 
life he had threatened. He shot the front 
of the window full of holes, Crawford, 
who was hiding in the office, fired back 
through the window and killed Cawthorn 
instantly, Crawford was not arrested as 
the killing was considered justifiable. 

Canada Steady and Solid, 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.—The Financial Times 
says editorially that it is satisfactory to 
hear that the Nova Scotian Government 
ean announce 4 susplus. The Dominion 
also rejoices in a substantial surplus re- 
venue. Canada seems to be the only part 
of the world which is nob keenly guffering 
from the widespread depression of 1893. 
The Pall Mall Gazette expresses a hope 
that the Imperial Parliament will see ite 
way clear to give support to the Canada- 
Australia cable project. The undertaking 
will be a most deserving one. In the mean- 
time it is to be regretted that Hon. Mao- 
kenzie Bowell’s antipodean mission runs 
the risk of being partially abortive by the 
doubt that appears to surround the execu- 
tion of the project of the Australian oolon- 
jes holding a conference with Canada.

TROOPS FQR SICILY. 


Arrest of a Priest Suspected of Being in 
Leaguo With the Socialists. 


Romer, Jan. 8.—After searching Deputy 
De Fleoe’s house here the police arrested a 
priest who is believed to be a friend and 
political ally of the Soolalist leader, The 
riest was caught with a box full of papers 
n his arma and together with bis sister 
and olerk was taken to a police station. It 
is supposed that the priest's house has 
been the rendezvous of the revolutionary 
Sicilians living in Rome, A search of 
Deputy De Flece’s house in Rome has re- 
sulted in the seizure of several letters ad- 
dressed to him from Paris by Signor Oip- 
riani, the Soojalist exile, 
The Contral Sooialist committee in Paler- 
mo has issued adefiant manifesto concern- 
ing the arrest of De Fleoe and other Sooial- 
ista. The Government has decided to ap- 
ply exceptional measure at once. Premior 
Crispi has issued orders that numerous 
communal councils be dissolved at onoe 
and that the troops called out for service 
start without delay for Sicily. 
A priest in Parteneco was decorated by 
the Bing for bravery in trying to quiet a 
mob, ll Sioilian officials have been 
warned that those failing to do thelr duty 
will be punished rigorously. 
Despatches from Palermo say that the 
mob leaders in nearly all the Sicilian 
towns whioh have been disturbed by riots 
were arrested Saturday night. Evidenoe 
was found by the police in several cities 
that the German Sovialists as well as tho 
Frenohmen have spent money in Sicily to 
read the propaganda of theircause. All 
the arrests of Socialist leadars have awed 
the ignorant reyolutionists greatly. Deputy 
de was regarded as infallible and in- 
vulnerable by his more ignorant fellows, 

‘and his incarceration has injured his pres- 
tige noticeably.

parts inside had become dry when ivy had 
grown up tocover the opposite exterior 
side. The close, overhanging pendant 
leaves prevent the rain or moisture from 
penetrating the wall. In order to train 
ivy over a door buy a couple of brackets, 
such as lamps for the burning of kerosene 
are sometimes placed on, and screw them 
to the sides of the door, Put in each a 
plegt of English ivy, the longer the better, 
then tratn the plants over the top, against 
the sides—any way your fancy dictates. 
The common unglazed pots will answer 
every purpose by placing in each two or 
three sprays of Coliseum ivy. Ina 
month's time no vestige of the pot itself 
can be discerned through their thick 
screen.—Now York Recorder.

Immediately after killing 
Mitchell the Whitecaps attacked the resi 
dence of Brack Bottoms and forced open 
his door. Bottoms had climbed up the 
chimney for safety. He was taken out 
and givon 50 lashes, They visited Oscar 
Reynolds and finding bis doors strongly 
barricaded, they commanded him to open 
the door. He refused, They held a coun- 
oil of war and concluded to postpone their 
marauding and mounting their horses rode 
away. 


ON BOARD THE CORWIN. 


A Keport That Minister Willis Has Loft 
Honolulu. 

San Francisco, Jan, 8,—The revenue 
cutter Corwin is still anchored off San 
Quentin and all efforts to approach are 
proving futile. 

A story has gained currency that ameng 
those on board is Minister Willis, who has 
been given his passports by the Provisional 
Government and took the earliest oppor- 
tunity to leave the scene of his fisco asa 
diplomat. Whether or not he is aboard it 
is a fact that the captain of the Corwin, 
acting under ‘orders received from Wash- 
ington, will hold no communication with 
this shore until after the arrival of the 
mail steamer to-morrow, 

Wasuinoton, Jan. 8.—Before the House 
adjourned on Saturday, Mr. Catchings 
(Dem., Miss.,), introduced a resolution 
directing the sergeant-at-arms to arrest 
all members of the House absent without 
leave. ‘The motion was unanimously 
adopted. 

The sub-committee of the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House, in charge 
of the income tax of the tariff bill, held a 
conference Saturday night and were in 
session again yesterday. The sib-com- 
mittee has about perfected the administra 
tive features of the bill and will makea 
report to-day to Democratic members of 
the full committee. 

It cannot be recorded that the first week 
of the seasion of Congress after the holi- 
day recess was marked by any sonsible 
advance towards putting throngh the im- 

ortant matters pending before Congress, 

ut it is expected by the party managers 
that the coming week will witness at least 
a beginning of the consideration of the 
tariff billin the House, and the bill to re- 
peal the Federal election laws in the 
Senate. 

The despatch Seoretary Gresham re- 
ceived from Honolulu practically confirms 
the report which reached here Thursday 
night via Auckland, that Minister Willis 
had demanded the resignation of the Pro- 
visional Government of Hawaii. 





A Prominent Woman Disappears. 

MinneApouis, Jan. 8.—Mrse, Frank B. 
Clark, president of the Women’s World 
Fair Board, a familiar figure at all the 
gatherings of the National Board in Chi- 
cago last summer and a woman prominent 
in all movements for the advancement of 
women, has disappeared. It is said she 
has gone to Dresden as a preliminary to a 
pilgrimage to Rome, where she intends to 
plead for admission to the Catholio Church. 

Friends of Mrs. F. B. Clark in Duluth 
deny that there is any mystery regarding 
her visit to Europe or that she has any 
intention of entering a Catholic convent as 
stated in a Minneapolis despatoh. Mr. 
Olark has been in Duluth within a few 
days and friends who saw him then say 
that Mrs, Clark with her obildren has 
gone abroad for the winter for the benefit 
of her health. 





. Ten Dollars for a Wink. 

Mount Hotty, N.J., Jan 8.—The ques- 
tion as to whether it is a misdemeanor to 
wink ata pretty girl in church will prob- 
ably be decided in a few days by a local 
Justice of the Peace, who issued a warrant 
for the arrest of Frank Taylor, a young 
man nineteen years old, charged with the 
offence mentioned on Sunday at the Bap- 
tist churoh. The young lady at whom the 
wink was directed resented it, and asa 
result one of the elders entered complaint 
agginst Taylor, who was arrested and 
ordered to pay a fine of $10 or go to jail.

Jovrerte, Jan. 9.— Yesterday in the trial 
of Hooper, Judge Delorimier decided to 
admit the story of attempted drowning us 
evidence.

Her clothing was marked ‘‘G.” The fol- 
lowing day, continued witness, I dined 
with deceased, and asked her who threw 
her into the river, ‘and she said: ‘‘ John,” 
but she did not say who John was, nor if 
he was her husband. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Renaud—At 
times she poke very wildly. She did not 
say phe had jumped into the river to save 
the world. I do not remember her sayin 
that. She also said she had been push 
off the oars. 

Joseph Nolan, operator at Lepipbanie 
station on the C. P. R., was the first wit- 
ness yesterday. On September 13 he re- 
ceived a message from a brakesman which 
read ‘‘Look out for a crazy woman who 
jumped off a train.”” The message was not 
pigned and so had not been filed with 
other messages. He could not say what 
had become of it. 

Ernest Vien, operator at Louiseville sta- 
tion, swore he saw accused about Septem- 
ber 12 walking along the bank of the river 
at Louiseville. Later accused eame to the 
station and enquired about the arriyal and 
departure of trains. He asked particularly 
what time there was between the departure 
of the.down express and the arrival of the 
up train. He was told there was a differ- 
ence of about an hour. 

Continuing his evidence in the afternoon 
Ernest Vien, telegrapher at Louiseville 
station, swore that when the prisoner was 
at Louiseville enquiring about the arrival 
and departure of trains, he sent a message 
and signed it Cooper. Witness was told to 
return to Louiseville and get the measage, 

Mies Desaulier, of Louiseville, saw de- 
ceased the morning after she was found 
and she said that a big black man pushed 
her into the river and held her under until 
he thought she was drowned.

banks. The banks do not favor the Bank 
of England being placed on the same sty 
tus with themselves, as {t is regarded that 
their preatige would bo lowered.

CANADA AND HER WHEAT. 


The Report of the American Consul- 


General to His Government. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR 1893. 


Figures That Show That Canada is Be- 


sentially a Wheat-Growisg Country, 


and That the United States Affords a 


Market for Canadian Wheat Rather 


Than the Other Way. 


Orrawa, Jan. 9.—Mr, John B, Riley, 
Consual-Goneral of the United States hore, 
has forwarded to the State Department of 
Washington his reply to the ofroular re- 
cently received by him asking for informa- 
tion as to the consumption of wheat and 
flour in Canada 

He statos that the standard of living in 
Canada ia practically the same as in tho 
United States, and that the same quality 
of flour is used. Canada in essentially a 
wheat producing country, and tho import- 
ation of American wheat and wheat flour 
are only nominal, 

For the year onding June 80, 1892, Can- 
ada imported 66,11% bushela of wheat, 
66,105 of which camo from the United 
States, and 36,559 barrols of whoat flour, 
of which 34,838 came from the United 
States, and during the same year Cannda 
exported 8,714,154 bushels of domestic 
wheat, of which 1,489,881 bushels were 
sont to the United States and 380,006 bar- 
rels of domestic wheat flour, of which 
8,998 for the United States, Taken to- 

other, these figures show that the United 
tates affords 4 market for Canadian 
wheat and wheat flour rather than the con- 
vorse, 

Marshall P. Thatcher, United States 
Consul at Windsor, Ont, answers tho 
question, what are the prospects of ex- 
tending the trade in wheat flour in Can- 
ada by saying ; ‘‘ I can answer this more 
intelligibly when Congress disposes of the 
Wilson tariff bill.”

An enploye who can wash frou 1900 
to 1200 dishes an hour, dry the same snd 
get them ready to put away in the 
pantry ond at the same time not break 
or chip any of them,ought to be a pretty 
valuable factor about the average hotel. 
This is thesort of a fellow they now 


have at tho National Hotel, Wasbington, 
and they say ho is worth half a dozen ot 
any of the other kitchen hands of Che 
house, It has neither trousers por pctti- 
coats, butis incased in a cast irow ciubi- 
net, and works by steam, It is a patent 
dish washer that has been in use in the 
house for some weeks, and is proving 
satisfactory. 

It isa compact little arrangemeut, iv 
three sections, and does the work of 
three men, and does it better, it is suid 
In the far ond of the machine is a well 
hole about a yard deep and two feet in 


diameter, Atvove is a little traveling 
crane to which can be hooked a 
wire basket into which the dirty 
dishes have been placel on tho 


edge. They are lowered into the well, 
which is full of warm water and kept in 
motion by a small revolving vane 
which drives the water out of one arin 
and draws it into the other, A minuto 
and a half or two minutes in the bath 
cleanses the plates, thoroughly culting 
offevery accumulation of refuse, aad 
they are then drawn up and immersed 
in a similar well of clean water to be 
rinsed, The first wash water is ouly 
good and warm, but the rinsing bath. is 
us hot as a big steam coil in the bottom 
of the well cau inake it, As soon as the 
dishes are rinsed they are hoisted out 
and the wire bisket containing then is 
st6od on a small lieator at the end of thie 
washing machine to be dried, The vory 
heat of the water that they hare just 
come out of serves to dry them by evap- 
oration and in a few minutes they are not 
only dry and clean, but with the clear 
reflective gloss that a housekecoper aims 
at op her tumblers and believes can only 
be obtained by a clean towel and a lib- 
eral application of elbow grease. This 
machine besides doing the work of three 
men, so far as it has been in use at the 
National, has not cracked or chipped a 
single dish entrusted to its care.

THE DEPOSITIONS \OF DEAD MEN. 


Another Important Declston for the Pro- 


secation Given by Judge Delorimicr 


The Bvidence; Glonned wtyshe Prelim~ | 
inary Trial of the Acoused Wife Por | 
soner Boing Repeated. 


Jouietre, Que., Jan, 10,—Dr. Corbett, 
of Port Hope, returned to Joliette last 
night from Montreal, where he has been 
analyzing the embalming fluid found at 
the grave of decensed, It was found to 
be ordinary embalming fluid. 

There is a new sensation in the Hooper 
case. It is ufforded by Miss Stewart, of 
Bristol's Corners, Pontiac County, who, it 
is understood, will show that the prisoner 
also proposed marriage to her before he 
proposed to Miss Stapley, of Ottawa, und 
while his wife was alive and in Rockwood 
Asylum. 

The first witness yesterday was Philip 
Dusablon, station agent at Lanoraie. He 
said that on September 18 prisonér bought 
two tickets from Lanoraie to Montreal and 
one to St. Vineent de Paul. With him at 
the time was the deceased and her brother 
Ed. Leblanc, ‘Before the train arrived 
prisoner asked witness to allow him to put 
the woman in the freight shed, as he did 
not like the crowd at the station to see her 
as she was crazy. He also told me the 
woman was his sister-in-law and that he 
was taking her to Kingston to pnt her in 
the asylum. 

Mr. J, A, Renand, one of the lawyers 
for the defence, was then sworn. It was 
proved by him that the prisoner was pres- 
ent atthe examination of Messrs. Webb 
and Garnier by the magistrate. He had 
cross-exathined the witnesses. Cross- 
examined by Mr, Greenshields, he declared 
that neither deposition. was read over to 
acoused before his committal, as they were 
taken in shorthand, 

Mr. MoMaster applied to have these de- 
positions read to the jury, which occasioned 
a long argument... Mr. Greenshields ob- 
jected onthe ground that the affidavit of 
the sten pher, certifying to the cor- 
rectness of the deposition, had only now 
been added to them. 

Judge Delorimier ruled that the deposi- 
tions could be read to the jury, but in the 
event of a verdict of guilty a reserve case 
would be allowed for argument before a 
full bench of judges. Mr. Webb’s deposi- 
tion was then read. 

He was the druggist who, on an order 
from Dr, Cameron, gave acoused enough 
prnssic acid to kill a large dog. 

At the evening sitting Dr. Wm. Carter 
Cousins, of Ottawa, deposed that on Sep- 
tember 28 last, accused came to him and 
asked him for an order for some prussio 
acid. Mr. -Greenshields objected to this 
evidence-as it had no bearing on the case, 

Judge Delorimier—‘‘I will allow witness 
to proceed and the jury will decide whe- 
ther the evidence ‘has any bearing on the 
case, 

Continuing, witness said: ‘I gave him 
an order to get 4 drams of 2 per cent. 
prassio acid. This ordér enabled accused 
to get the poison from any drnggist.” 
Cross-examined—‘*I have known accused 
for several years and attended him when 
ill Talso knew his wife. On one occa- 
sion I attended him for 5 months. He 
was suffering from rheumatism and I pre- 
soribed St. Leon water.” 

“Did you prescribe opium for him ?” 

“On one occasion I did, as he was suf- 
fering acutely, but the order was not to 
be repéated. Deceased suffered from hal- 
lucinations about her condition.” 

“Did you think her mind was diseased?” 

“She suffered from an idea that she was 
pregnant. Idid not see any signs of in- 
sanity about her.” ‘Did deceased ever 
have achild?’ “I do not think she had.” 

Examined by Mr. McMaster. ‘I only 
attended her two or three times at her 
house and always found her in good 
health. Idid no* prescribe for prisoner 
since March last,” 

The next witness was’ Mr. Arthur Cross, 
of Ottawa, who filled Dr. Cousina’ order 
for prussio acid. ‘‘I gave him the poison 
on September 28 and gave him 4 drams,” 

Conductor Robitaille, of the C. P. R, 
was next examined. Prisoner asked wit- 
ness to be allowed to take deceased into 
the baggage car, and he consented, De- 
ceased appeared to be in good health. 
The train stopped at Mascouche about two 
minutes and) waving his lamp to the engi- 
neer to go ahead, he turned round and saw 
prisoner pouring something down de- 
ceased’s throat out of a tinoup. He said 
to prisoner, ‘Don't pour water into her 
mouth; you will choke her.” Prisoner re- 

lied, ‘‘I am moistening her lips, as the 
ootor told me to do.” Her mouth was 
twisted and I saw froth coming from it. 
“Did you notice the color of the froth ?” 
“Tdid not.” ‘Did she groan or cry?” 
“No, she never uttered a sound; the body 
was perfectly limp.” ‘Did you notice 
the appearance of her eyes?” ‘' Yes, 
they were large and glassy.” Tankman 
Duguay carried her from the car at Terre- 
bonne into the station. 

The judge—‘* Did you notice any per- 
spiration on her face ?” 

“Idid not notice any,” 

The cup was left in the baggage car. 
About 55 minutes afterwards, at Mile End, 
Witness rinsed the cup and took a drink, 
He saw prisoner next day with o coffin at 
Mile End, and he said the woman was 
dead and that he had her all cut up and 
found she had died from consumption and 
heart disease.

Court yesterday Justice Burbidge gave a 
wry important judgment affecting the 
Canadian patent law. It was in the case 
of the Queen vy. Laforoe. This was an 
action to repeal letters patent granted to 
Mr. Laforce, of Toronto, for pneumatic 
tyres. Thomas R. Jaffray, of Chicago, 
claimed he was the inventor of the device 
of Laforce. The patent of Jaffray ante- 
dated that of Laforce by two months in 
Canada, but the former had his invention 
in the United States before Laforoe had 
hit npon his device. Tho facts showed La- 
force was ignorant of Jaffray’s invention. 
Yesterday Justice Burbidge gave judg- 
ment with costs in favor of Lafurce. He 
held that a foreign patent, of which the 
pablic had no knowledge or means of 

nowledge, could not annul a patent grant- 
ed afterwards in Canada, The other point 
in the judgment was that patents were 
open for illustration and explanation, but 
not for enlargement,

is Determined to Resist With All Poss- 


ible Energy Any Attempt to Restore 
the Queen of the Hawalian Islands te 


Mor Throne. 


Wasnineron, Jan. 10.—Interest in the 
Hawaiian nows centered in tho Onbinet 
held yesterday and the importanoe attach- 
ing toit gayo rise to the hope that the 
anxiety of Congress and the people fof the 
gountry would be relieved by the jasue of 
an authorative statemont as to the conclu: 
sions reached, But this hope was not 
gratified, as members of the Cabinet, while 
admitting the gravity of the situation, were 
as reticent as usual as to what took place 
within the Cabinet room, An intimation 
of tho nature of the discussion, if not of 
the decision reached. waa given o gontle- 
man in authority, and this would indicate 
a polioy of non-action in Hawaiian affaire 
on the part of the executive while Congress 
has the question before it. The meeting 
began as usnal at 11 o'clock, ono of the 
firat to arrive was Gresham, Every mem- 
ber was present and the discussion is un- 
deratood to have been confined exolusively 
to the news brought by the Warimoo. Seo- 
retary Gresham read to his colleagues the 
despatohes from Victoria, part of whioh 
had already been seen by the other mem- 
bers in the morning papers, As stated in 
morning papers the news seemed to be 
that British marines had actually been

* The colony of Now Zealand has within 
the last fow years greatly redaced taxation 
on buildings and on other.[mprovementes ; 
and the result {s that tho colony ls now very 
prosperous, having oxcaped the finavolal 
disasters which overtook ita neighbors the 
colonies of Australia. 

“The law of Manitoba expressly forbids 
the taxstion of improvements on farms and 

‘ gardens. 

The ordinances of our North west Ter- 
ritories also forbld the taxation of balld- 
ings, improvements, or personal property, 
1p any munlolpality that so deoldes, 

“In British Colambla, all municlpalltles 
haye the powers we are now asking for. 
They have the optlon of relieving improvo 
ments partly or wholly from taxation ; and 
many muolcipalities have avalled them- 
selves of this power. So satisfactory has 
the measure proved to be, that the Legls- 
latare of British Oolambla has gone farther 
and last year passed an Aot, which prohibits 
any munfolpallty from assessing improve: 
ments ab more than fifty cents on the dollar, 
whilst providing that the land must be as- 
sessed at its full value. 

** We desire in conclusion to call your at- 
tention to the moderate character of the 
petition we are asking your Oounecll to af- 
prove, 1t merely prays that manlotpalitles 
may havo the option of relieviag Improve- 
ments [f thoy wish. Surely Ontario should 
have the liber'y of trying a plan which has 
proved so successful elsewhore.””

to land British marines. A disouasion 
made it apparent that any positive action 
on the news received could not properly or 
safely be takef until the result of the for- 
mal report of Mr. Willis. 

Vancouver, B,O., Jan. 10,—The arrival 
of the Warimoo from Honolulu brings de- 
tails of the demand made by U.S, Minister 
Willis for the reaignation of the Provision- 
al Government, In that demand Mr. 
Willis said: ; 

“Youare expected to promptly relin- 
qnish to the queen constitutional authori- 
‘ty! Witha dae and solemn sense of the 
gravity of the situation, end with the earn- 
est hope that your answer will be inspired 
by that high patriotism which forgets all 
self-interest, in the name and by the au- 
thority of the United States of America, 1 
submit to you the question: Are you will- 
ing to abide by the decision of President 
Cleveland %” 

President Dole replied; ‘‘ The Govern- 
ment will take the matter under their con- 
sideration, and answer you as soon as they 
are ready.” 

Later on the formal reply of the Provi- 
sional Government was forwarded. In 
that reply President Dole says: 

‘‘The Provisional Government is re- 
sponsible only to those who constituted 
and are now maintaining it in power. It 
is amenable to no foreign power on earth- 
It has always been faithful to its constitu- 
ents and by no acts or intimation has it 
ever offered to submit its rights to the 
United States or any other power. By 
these facts this Government must refuse 
to consider the proposition “of Minister 
Willis.” 

On the 16th public alarm was revived 
by the British sbinister asking and receiy- 
ing permission from the Government to 
land marines from H.M.S, Champion for 
the protection of the British Legation, and 
the property of British residents in case of 
disturbance arising. 

It was very noticeable that no one in 
Honolulu was heard to ask whether the 
Government would refuse or not. That 
went without saying. It was learned that 
no intimation was given whatever that 
military or naval force would be employed 
to enforce the demands. 

Since his arrival] from the United States 
Minister Thurston has been busily con- 
ferring with his Government. He stated 
that he had only one object in his visit 
home, and that was to put himself in com- 

lete touch with his Government. Both 
urston and Armstrong, as well as Editor 
Castle, believe Willis has never been au- 
thorized to employ force in restoring the 
Queen, deriving their impressions from their 
belief in Washington. On the contrary 
President Dole expresses a strong conyio- 
tion that Minister Willis has authority to 
employ the naval forces for that purpose, 
The impression is derived from Willis’ 
language and deportment and the oonfi- 
dent assertions of the royalists supporting 
this belief. His emphatic assertions to 
the American league of possessing exeou- 
tive functions imply power to enforce his 
action. His declaration of an intention to 
suppress disorder by nayal forces implied 
the same, Whether he had such authori- 
ty or not every one undorstood him to 
imply that he would compel submission to 
his demands. But when the request was 
made it was in courteous terms without 
implied threats.

caso) Was reached yesterday, The ver- 

| dict of thecoroner's juryin the Williams 
murder case was as follows; ‘‘That James | 

| and Eliza Williams were foully murdered, 
and that William MacWherrell and John 
Walker aro guilty of the murder and 

George Butcher is accessory after the fact.” 
Cory waa honorably discharged. 

The village was crowded with farmers 
from all parts of the country, who came to 
attend the inquest, view the prisoners, and 
listen to the evidence concerning the death 
of old man Williams and his wife. Con- 
stable Hurst arrived from Brampton with 
MacWherrell, Gory, Walker and Butcher. 
MaoW herrell looked particularly well, and 
iri fact all the prisoners were apparently 
unconcerned. 

The proceedings began sharp on time. 
The small room was filled to ita utmost 
capacity, giving evidence that the villagers 
have got tired of evolving theories, and 
now are confining themselves entirely to 
facts. The coroner in addressing the jury 
Went over the evidence given at previous 
sittings, and took occasion to severely 
criticize the press for their reproof of his 
dilatoriness at the last sitting. 

Charles Long, a reporter forthe Empire, 
was the first witness called yesterday. He 
was wanted to swear to the genuineness of 
the report of MacWherrell’s statement 
given by the Empire, He did not appear. 

Frederick Death, a farmer who lives on 
the Lake Shore road, two miles from the 
Williams’ house, identified Walker as a 
mon who had worked for him for two 
weeks two years ago last fall. The wit- 
ness said that Walker ransacked his ho 
and stole a double-barrelled* gun and some 
money. The Crown regarded this eyvi- 
detice as important, as it went to show 
that Walker had probably known the mur- 
dered couple, and it*was he, perhaps, in- 
stead of John Cory who gave the mur- 
derer the information about old man 
Williams and his wife. 4 

Benjamin Field testified that Walker 
had worked on his farm near Mimico for a 
week two years ago. ‘When he left a pair 
of new boots disappeared. 

Detective Davis told the jury the story 
of his arrest of MacWherrell at the resi- 
dence of Mr, Stableford, at Woburn, on 
December 26,’ The detective also stated 
that he had warned the prisoner that an: 
statement made by him would be us 
against him. MacWherrell, nevertheless, 
told him that he had visited the Williams’ 
homestead dn Thursday, December 14, at 
about 5 o'clock, and saw the old couple in 
‘the back yard, between the house and the 
‘barn. He asked them for work and they 
told him that they had already hired a 
man. Then he left the place and took the 
electric car back to Toronto. He stayed 
over at Scholes’ hotel, and about eight 
jo'clock met the two men who had Wil- 
liams’ horse. He bought it for $10, 
When the detective .asked him how he 
came to know that the old folks wanted a 
hired man he said thas he had met John 
Cory on Wednesday evening, December 13, 
and had been)told by him that if he went 
to the Williams’ he would get a job, 

This statement of the detective goes to 

rove that MacWherrell was along the 

iddle Road on Thursday, as stated by 
several witnesses, and also shows that he 
called at the Williams house, 

William Cluffe, anager of Scholes’ 
hotel, testified that he was present at the 
hotel on both Thursday and Friday even- 
ings. He did not hear anything about a 
horse deal on either occasion, and did not 
gee anyone in the bar or around the hotel 
that answered the description given by 
MaoWherrell of the two men whom he 
says sold him the horse. 

In cross-examination he stated that a 
horse deal might have taken pluce outside 
his hostelry without his knowledge. 

Butcher made a statement without being 
sworn. He told practically the same story 
he told the Toronto detectives,

read a written Anarchist speech that he 
had held in his hand ever since the open- 
ing of the court. In this speech he ex- 
pressed the grievances of the poor against 
society, but made no reference to bombs. 

A number of witnesses were sworn, who 
testified concerning the explosion. 

Public Prosecutor Bertrand in his ad- 
dress to the jury described what he saw in 
the Chamber of Deputies an hour after the 
explosion occurred, He traced Vaillant’s 
career until he drifted into anarchy, argu- 
ing his objections to bear the yoke that 
society made incumbent on everybody. It 
was idle to deal with such nonsense. In 
his peroration M. Bertrand said:—‘' I de- 
mand ths capital penalty for Vaillant. I 
repeat it. Everybody has done his duty. 
Jurymen, do yours,” 4 

M. Labori at once began his address to 
the jury in favor of the prisoner, He be- 
gan by complimenting M, Bertrand for his 
severe eloquence, Getting to the practical 
part of his address M. Labori’s first point 
was that the bomb had killed nobody. 
Vaillant, he declared, was not a monster 
of criminal vanity, He simply wanted to 
remind the deputies of the miserable poor 
whose claims the Legislature eternally 
shelves, Vaillant is a child of sorrow; 
his lifelong oppressed; an outcast and 
illegitimate. He was thrust on the world 
by his mother, who for a few weeks paid 
for his keeping. When her child was 
about 10 months old=she married a man, 
not Vaillant’s father, who declined to sup- 
pet her illegitimate child. Thus Vaillant 

came a vagabond and mendicant from 
force of circumstances. He had never 
been a valgar criminal. He had not at- 
tacked individuals, He had aimed at an 
impersonal legislature, which ought to 
take the initiative to remedy the misery of 
poverty, which is oppressing one-third of 
the nation. Referring to Vaillant’s oon- 
victions by the courts, M. Labori said he 
had not been sentenced once since he was 
18 years old. He had been an assiduous 
wrorepan ever since he had reached man- 
h 


In conclusion, M. Labori pictured Vail- 
lant going to the Chamber of Deputies 
with the bomb between his trousers and 
shirt and risking his own life. Then he 
delivered his peroration; ‘‘If,” he asked, 
“you strike Vaillant with the death 
penalty, what shall you say to the gend- 
arme Vaillant, his father, who, when ap- 

ed to to contribute to the bringing up 
of his child, refused to recognize his in- 
fant? Should he go unpunished? Is he 
entirely irresponsible? M. Bertrand haa 
asked you not to fear to render a just ver- 
dict. Be not intimidated by the sug- 
gestion that unless Vaillant shall be ex: 
ecuted society ia doomed. Let the result 
of Vaillant’s bomb be that 12 men, sitting 
on a jury, shall render a verdict which is 
an adoption of the precept, ‘Love one 
another,’ instead of a verdict allowing the 
rich and poor classes to tear one another 
to pieces. Then a good greater than harm 
will have been done.” 

After the sentence Vaillant begged M. 
Labori not to take the trouble to make an 
appeal. Seeing a friend among the crowd 
he bent his head and chopped his neck 
with the side of his hand, suggesting the 
guillotine.

Britain's Exports to Canada,

most stationary, but manufactures gen- 
erally increased. Railroad iron exports 
increased £180, The British imports 
from Canada for 1893 were yalued £10,- 
164,817, a deorease of 12,49 per Jcent. 
Wheat and flour declined £614,000; cheese 
increased £82,000; oxen decreased £22,000; 
butter decreased £60,000, and wood de- 
creased £600,000, 


Trouble Over the Manchester Canal, 

Lonpon, Jan. 11.—Labor troubles al- 
ready threaten to inconvenience the man- 
agement of the Manchester ship canal. 
They arise from the employment of Glas- 
gow and Liverpool workingmen to the ex- 
clusion of local laborers. Manchester 
laborers had an angry meeting at the looks 
of that city yesterday. Several hundred 
were present and they made a disorderly 
demonstration before dispersing. The 
canal officials will meet to-morrow to con- 
sider the complaints of the men.

CANADA'S WOOL INDUSTRY. 


A Deputation From the Association 
Waits Upon the Tariff Committee, 


Orrawa, Jan. 12,—The committee ap 
pointed by the Woolen Manufacturers’ 
Association waited on the tariff committee 
yesterday and presented » masa of figures 
and atatistics showing the growth of the 
business in Canada and how it is affected 
by the present tariff. The manufacturers’ 
committes, after they left the Ministers, 
said that they had not the slightest idea 
what the Government intended doing in 
regard to their particular industry. Mr. 
H. W. Heneker, president of the Paton 
Woolen Mills Co, of Sherbrooke, and son- 
in-law of the late Sir John Abbott, who is 
a member of the committoe before referred 
to, was asked if the woolen manufacturers 
could get along with less tariff protection 
than they now enjoyed. Hesaid: ‘‘No, 
the outlook for the woolen trade of Can- 
ada is very gloomy asitis Our company 
has not paid a dividend for three years, 
though we have managed to keep the mills 
going, and have not reduced the wages of 
our employes, Our market is limited to 
Canada, and as wool is free now the Gov- 
ernment cannot help us by abolishing the 
duties on raw materials, In view of the 
reductions in the cost of English and 
German woolen olothes,

DISCUSSING HAWAII. 







in the Senate. 


WasHINGTON, Jan. 12,—When the House 
met yosterday there was a better attend- 
ance on the floor than on any day since 
the debate on the tariff bill began. Later 
on more members appeared and the crowd 
in the galleries increased. 

The Senate was entertained with two 
able speeches on the subject of Hawaii. 
The first was by Mr. Davis (Minn.) in con- 
tinuation of that which he had commenced 
yesterday, and the second by Mr. Turpie 
(Dem., Ind.) Mr. Davis argued that the 
appointment of Mr. Blount as commis- 
sioner to Hawaii without the advice and. 
consent of the Senate was a presidential 
invasion of the privileges of the Senate. 

Mr. Turpie took the broad ground that 
the provisionai government of Hawaii was 
a defacto government which could not 
rightly be interfered with. 

Mr. Stevens was held up to execration 
as an unworthy minister and man for his 
coarse expressions as to the Queen, who 
had been his hostess for many mouths, 
and he was characterized in Mr. Turpie's 
forcible language as a spy, an ingrate and 
an outlaw. 

In speaking of the loss of foreign trade 
resulting from a high tariff and purticu- 
larly the loss of Canadian trade, Mr. 
Springer asserted that the McKinley bill 
had unjustly discriminated against the 
Canadians. There should be a free com-

PEIXOTO'S NEW MOVE. 


He Will Drop Dynamite Bombs From « 
Balloon on the Rebels. 

New Yors, Jan, 12.—The Herald's 
Montevideo special says: A correspondent 
in Rio sends word that the dirigible 
balloon, which-President Peixoto ordered 
constructed for use in the campaign, is al- 
most completed. It differs from other 
war balloons in having an electric motor. 
This balloon is made of silk in spherical 
form, so that its equipoise is constantly 
maintained. No metal other than alum- 
injum is used in its construction. Dyna- 
mite bombs will be dropped from the 
balloon onthe rebel fleet. 

The siege of Bage continues without ad- 
vantage to oither party, There has been 
a vigorous fight at Itajahy, in which the 
rebela were defeated with heavy losses. 

Wasuinaton, Jan. 12,—It is stated that 
Julins D, Rhodes, who claims to be a re- 
cruiting officer of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, has succeeded in securing the en- 
rollment of 100 men in Washington. Ina 
letter to the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
officials regarding the transportation of his 
men to New York, Capt. Rhodes asserted 
that 1,000 men had been énlisted in this 
country to go to Brazil and fight for the 
republic, He said that they had been 
gathered in different cities, among them 
being Buffalo, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington, In Baltimore 
150 men had been secured. In case satis- 
factory arrangements could be reached, 

yment would be made either in cash or 
By anorder of Minister Mendonca on the 
Brazilian Government. 

Upon inquiry being made by the rail- 
road officials, the Brazilian Minister de- 
olared Capt. Rhodes to be acting without 
authority. 

It is understood that Minister Mendonca 
has written a letter to the Minister of 
State, calling his attention to the matter. 

Paris, Jan. 12.—The Brazilian Minister 
here saya that he has received authentic 
information that President Peixoto has 
not resigned and has no intention of doing 
so. The Governnient’s position, he adds, 
is strong. 

Buenos Ayres, Jan. 12, — President 
Peixoto expects to put an end to the reyo- 
lution by a crushing blow late this month 
or early in February. 

He looks for the arrival at Rio de Jan- 
eiro towards the last of this month of his 
new fleet, now gathering at Pernambuco— 
the Nictheroy, America and Destroyer, 
bonght and eanipped in New York, and 
the torpedo boats he got from England and 
Germany, 

This new fleet-—which may include the 
battleships Riachuelo and Benjamin Con- 
stant—is to co-operate with the local forte 
and the Government's land batteries and 
troops to wipe out the crippled remnants 
of Admiral Mello’s squadron in the bay. 

The daily bombarding goes on as usual, 
but there has been no material changes in 
the situation for some daya 

Letters from Rio de Janeiro bring the 
text of Admiral Saldanha da Gama’s mani- 
festo, the substance of which has been 
cabled, disolaiming the intention—attribu- 
ted to him after his first appeal to the peo- 

eof Brazil—of laboring for the over- 

w of the republicand the restoration 
of the monarchy. 

Rio Janzrno, Jan. 12,—The two Govern- 
ment columns, under the command of 
Generals Hippolyto and Sampayo, the 
former marching from Libramento and the 
latter from Cerro Chato, which were 
ordered to proceed to the relief of Bage in 
Rio Grande do Sul should arrive to-day at 
their destination. These two columns to- 
gether number 5,600 men. A battle will 
probably be fought at Bage before the end 
of the week. 

Advices reqeived from Itajahy, via Rio 
Grande do Sul, give details of the battle 
fought there on December 8, The Goy- 
ernment forces completely routed the in- 
surgents, ae General Vasco Martins, 
their leader, and many of the insurgent 
troops. The insurgents tried to take the 
Government position on Mocangue Island 
by storm on Tuesday night, but were 
driven off.

® jostand equitable return for his milk. 
Milk should be pald for on the basis of the 
percentage of fat contained therein.

WITNESS PAINTS IN THE BOX 


The Embalmer in the Hooper Case 


Keols Over While Testifying. 
HOOPER'’S VERACITY NOT RELIABLE. 


He Told Ono Witness That His Wife Died 
in a Pullman Car and That o Funeral 
Service Had Beon Performed lo Quebeo 

Miss Stapely Will Give Her Evidence 
To-day. 


Joumrre, Que., Jan, 18,—A sensation 
was caused in the Hooper trial yesterday 
by one of the witnesses fainting. George 
E. Delorge, professional embalmer, of Ot- 
tawa, was in the box giving evidence 
when suddenly he fell back in a faint. 
Stveral medical men rushed to his assist- 
ance and he recovered in a few minutes. 

The firet witness was Mr. David Mat- 
thewson, superintendent of the savings 
bank of the Postoffice Department, who 
testified that the acoused had shown him a 
telegram stating that his wife was sick. 
He was given leaye of absence from Sep- 
tember 9 to 29. He returned to work on 
the 26th. His general reputation was 
good. 

Mrs. Francis Cooper, of Port Hope, re- 
lated a conversation she had with Hooper 
on the day of his wife's funeral. He stated 
that death had been caused by heart dis- 
ease, although she had suffered from can- 
cer of the uterus, He added that she had 
died on a Pullman car, and t. .¢ the fane- 
ral service had been held in the Province 
of Quebec. 

Alfred William George, undertaker, of 
Port Hope, gave evidence as to burying 
the body of Mrs. Hooper. The body was 
driven to the grave in a wagon,and accused 
with his sisters followed an hour atter- 
wards, There was no service held over 
the body in Port Hope. 

Then Mr. Delorge was giving ev'dence 
of having sold embalming fluid to accused 
on Sept. 28th, but his evidence was inter- 
rupted by the faint. 

Yr. James Stewart, one ofthe professors 
of McGill College, swore that the evidence 
asto symptoms and appearance of the 
body already given, pointed,’ in his opin- 
ion, to death by prussic acid poison, al- 
though he could not'be absulutely certain. 
Next to poisoning by prussio acid, some 
degeneration of the hdart seemed most 
likely to haye caused death, 


Jotietrr, Que., 138.—Mr. Delorge, of 


Ottawa, continued his evidence in the 
afternoon. 

‘“When prisoner got embalming fluid 
from me,” he said, *‘the body was badly 


decomposed, and I told him how to use it, 
Oross-examined—In the fluid is arsenic and 
saltpotre, 

Dr. Vallee, of Quebec, described the 
symptoms of prussic acid poisoning, Death 
froin fatty degeneration of the heart some- 
tie has symptoms similar to prussic 
acid. 

Herbert Clegg, assistant to the under- 
taker at Port Hope, said he saw the de- 
ceased buried. Accused said he wanted 
the clothes removed anda shroud put on 
the body. 

James B, George, undertaker, of Port 
Hope, told how he had gone to the grave 
and had had the body exhumed. 

Ed, Neville, grave digger at Port Hope, 
said that it was prisoner and Mr, Baulch 
who instructed him to exhume the body. 

Prof, Ellis, of Toronto, said he bad ex- 
aminéd the embalming fluid and found it 
was composed of white arsenic and other 
poisonous ingrediente. ‘‘ Would the pre- 
sence of alcohol in the body lessen the 
chances of ‘finding the’ poison?’ ‘‘It 
would not, Ihave heard of cases where 
traces of prussic acid have been found in 
putrifying flesh) weeks‘after, It this case 
the poisén-might have evaporated or been 
decomposed.” 

Mr, Greenshields—‘‘Do you think that 
it is possible if the poison had been given 
that it would have decomposed in this 
onse f” =‘ It is not probable,” 

Miss Stapely, of Ottawa, will be examin- 
ed to-day. The case for the Crown will 
all be in by Monday. 


IS HE A HAMILTON MAN? 


The Body of an Unknown Man Found 
Suspended From a Treo, 


Hamitton, Jan. 18.—Mr. C. E. Morgan, 
ticket agent, received a letter yesterday 
from Hossick Falls. N.Y., enguiring if he 
knew anything as to the identity of a man 
who was found dead hanging to a tree in 
the woods near there on January 10, The 
body had evidently been hanging for two 
months, 

In one of the pockets was found Mr, 
Morgan's railway ticket, envelope and a 
sum of money. The man was about 60 
years of age, and was attired in a black 
vest, light-colored trousers, black coat, 
black felt hat and had steel rimmed spec- 
tacles.

The Ooronor's Inquest Entirely Exoner- 
ates the Relations of Mra. Ford.

Gossip’s tongue had been busy in con 
nection with deceased’s death, ond Mr. 
Beaty and the other relatives were placed 
in a very undesirable position by the 
groundless assertions that the old woman 
had been neglected. The true story of the 
tragedy, though unfortunate enough in 
itself, ia devoid of anything sensational. 
In brief it is asfollows: On Saturday night 


| the old lady, who for some years has been 
. failing in health and very weak in mind, 


was put to bed as penal and her door look- 
ed by the young-woman who was in the 
ooking after-hoer. About two 
o’clook on Snnday morning the furniture 
or bedclothes in the old lady's room be- 
came ignited and the flames quickly spread.

HON. A. M. ROSS’ STATEMENT- 


Interviewed With Regard to the Domin- 
fon-Ontarlo Arbitration. 


' 

Orrawa, Jan. 13,—Hon. A. M. Ross, ex- 
provincial treasurer of Ontario, was inter- ' 
viewed yesterday in regard to a statement 
in a morning newspaper re arbitration now 
going on, that Ontario owed $1,800,000 to 
the Dominion, Mr, Ross said: { 

** Now, according to the statement made 
up for the arbitrators in the case, the 
amount due the Dominion by the province 
was $1,544,000 and not $1,800,000, as stated 
by the Citizen. The former amount, which 
is the correct one, leaves out of account 
the $2,848,000 which Ontario is entitled to 
under the act of 1884. 

‘* Mr. Harcourt in his finanoial statement 
did not include the $2,848,000, but took 
the general balance from the Dominion 
accounts of 1883, as agreed upon by Sir 
John Thompson and Mr. Foster at the 
conference between the Provinces and the 
Dominion in 1888. This general balance 
was $1,544,000. The Dominion Govern- 
ment now asks the arbitrators to declare 
that the agreement made by Sir John 
Thompson and Mr. Foster was ultra vires, 
being beyond their powers. In this the 
arbitrators concurred, The effect of this 
was to restore to the Province of Ontario 
the sum of $2,848,000 as an interest bear- 
ing asset. Now deduct from this the sum 
$1,544,000 due to the Dominion by the 
revised accounts and there would be left a 
sum of $1,804,000 to the credit of Ontario, 
or $214,000 more than Mr. Harcourt olaim- 
ed. The account which is now being 
argued, that of interest, is not equivalent 
to $1,800,090, but only involves an amount 
of about $300,000 in all.”” 

Hon, Edward Blake denies the report 
published that he asked argument in all 
the items poetpensa He was ready to 

roceed with the question of interest which 
s now being discussed. As for the other 
items they were of minor importance. 

The arbitration into the Dominion and 
Provincial accounts adjourned yesterday 
for six months, having concluded the 
argument on the question of interest and 
Montreal turnpike trust fund. 


The Northwest School Trouble.

The next day he was around town and 
conversed with several acquaintances, He 
Ce ee ofa pain at the base of his 
skull and said that the weight of his hat 
on his bruised head caused him intense 
suffering. He said that he did not know, 
who struck him but remembered that he 
received a regular shower of blows. 

Campbell soon afterwards left for Ham- 
ilton, still complaining about his ‘injured 
head, and on January 3rd he died in that 
city. Althongh the certificate stated the 
death was due to rheumatic fever, a large 
number in the community are of the opin- 
ion that it was due to the injuries received 
in the fight. 

Yeaterday several of the men who were 
engaged in the fight at the hotel were ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Kennedy on a 
charge of being disorderly, Developments 
are expected which will go to show the ex- 
tent of the injuries Campbell received. 
Nearly everyone who saw him avers that 
his injuries could not have been done by 
a man’s bare fist, and before the trial is 
over it may be proven that steel knuckles 
were used, 





UNITED EMPIRE TRADE LEAGUE. 


Colonel Howard Vincent Well Rececived 
in the West Indies. 


Lonpon, Jan. 13.—Col. C. E, Howard 
Vincent, M.P. for Sheffield, the father of 
the United Empire Trade League move- 
ment, returned to London yesterday, The 
distinguished gentleman has been on a visit 
to the West Indies, where he addressed a 
number of meetings in promotion of his 
views regarding reciprocal trade relations 
between the mother conntry and the 
colonies, Col. Vincent says he found a 
strong feeling in the West Indies in favor 
of abrogation of the existing commercial 
treaty with the United States. Under the 
MoKinley tariff, the hon. gentleman says, 
the revenues of the islands are constantly 
diminishing, while there is no correspond- 
ing benefit to the planters or to the con- 
sumers of food products. Col., Vincent 
affirms that the discontent is universal 
among all classes of the: people, and that 
the principles of the United Empire Trade 
League were looked upon with much 
favor.

She Tolls of Her Acqnaintance With the 


Prisoner and of His Statement as to 
the Death of His Wife—The Death

Joumrre, Jan. 15.—The news that Mies 
Stapely was to be examined Saturday 
morning brought out a larger number of 
ladies than has yet been present at any of 
the sittings of the court. Buty when the 
court Spensd, she Had not” left” her hotel, 
so that the examination of Joseph Arthur 
Letourneau, station agent at Terrebonne, 
was called and gaye evidence of the dying 
woman having been taken off the train at 
his station on September 18, She was in 
charge of the prisoner, who stated that 
she was a servant and that her name war 
Georgiana Leblanc, His own namo he 
gave as McDonald and said Sir John 
Thompson was his boss. As there was a 
private car attached tothe train witness 
thought he alladed t that. Hé afterwards 
found that his name was Hooper and not 
McDonald, for he signed a message with 
the former name. 

When Miss Stapely took the stand she 
said: I know the accused, I first be- 
came acquainted with him last spring in 
Ottawa, when he first called on me, It 
was to bring some copying I did for him. 
I continued doing this all bummer. On 
two or three occasions I spoke about his 
wife. I didn’t know for a month or two 
whether he was married or not, and when 
Iheard of it I asked him if it was true. 
He said, ‘Yes, I have been,” and he then 
handed me the clipping, saying his wife 
was dead, and that she had died in a 
trance on the Ist ult.” 

“Look at this paper, the Richmond 
Guardian of June b 1893, and compare 
the death notice with the one showed 
you?” 

Witness: ‘It is the same. When I saw 
it I was perfectly satisfied that he was a 
widower. He said his wife had been dead 
about a year,” 


WHAT KING SAYS. 


The Napanee Suspect Gives a Statement 
of His Movements. 


Napanee, Jan. 15.—The solicitors of 
Barney King, charged here with the mur- 
der of Angus McLeod on September 14 
last, have given out a statement made by 
King as to his movements at the time of 
the murder, 

In his statement King says he is of 
French descent. He is a journeyman 
tailor, andin August worked in Prescott. 
He left that place on September 6 and beat 
his way to Kingston, where he procured 


work. Not liking the work he left there 


the next day for Napanée, and oatching a 
freight train went to Belleville the same 
evening. Getting no work there he went 
next morning to Port Hope, and failing to 
get work went on to Toronto, He says he 
slept that night in a York street lodging 
house, He saw an advertisement next 
morning, the 9th, of a situation in a vil- 
lage near Toronto, the name of which he 
did not remember and proceeded there. 

At this place he fell in with another 
tailor and together the two set out on Mon- 
day, the ilth, to walk to London, arriving 
there on the 12th. Next morning they 
went to Wyoming, then to Petrolea, back 
again to Wyoming and from there by foot 
to Port Huron, Leaying this city they 
proceeded to Detroit, going through the St. 
Olair tunnel. On the morning of Septem- 
ber 14; the day on which the murder was 
committed, they woke up in the freight 
yard at Detriot station, and spent the day 
in the oity looking for work. 

On the 15th King says he went to Pont- 
fac., Mich., where he secured work with 
James MoKeand. 

King claims that a large number of peo- 
plein Pontiac will corroborate® his state- 
ment as to being there, and expresses him- 
self perfectly certain of proving his entire 
innocence of the crime with which he is 
charged. 4»

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A STORM-SWEPT COAST, 


Revere Gales Create Groat Havoc Among 
Vishing Industries. 

Inconisn, C.B., Jan, 15,—The heaviest 
storm since the memorable gale of August, 
1875, awent thin const Saturday night. It 
began in the forenoon, blowing from the 


southeast, acoompanied by a blinding 
anow atorm. 

The fiahing establishments were com 
pletely damaged here, From all points 


along the coast similar reporta are coming 
in. The lobster factory at St. Paul's Is 
land, in which all the gear and two boats 
were stowed, went clean, 

At Meat Cove, Neil's Harbor, Now Haven 
and French River considerable property 
was destroyed, particularly at Neil's Har- 
bor, whore the Government block and M 
McLeod & Co.'s factory wharf were swopt 
away. Also several fish houses with 
contents, 

Ingonish seems to have suffered more 
than any place heard from, owing to its 
leoward location, The ontside building 
of Pickert & Co.'s property went clean; 
Cann's shop was washed from its founda- 
tion towards the lake several yards, A 
small shed on this store, in which there 
were ten barrels of flour, cask of molasses 
and some other goods, broke clear of the 
shop and was swept away. The contents 
and all the wharves are damaged. 

A family by the name of Donavan, liv- 
ing near the end of the beach, had to 
leave their house through the night, and 
merely saved their lives in a barn close by. 
The windward side of Donovan's house 
was broken in by the sea, and a large 
quantity of gravel, sand and stone was 
washed in upon their floor. The storm 
signal mast is down, a false channel is 
open_in the north side of the abutment 
built to protect the beach, and about half 
the Government timber for the erection of 
the long promised public landing was 
swept away. About 20 small boats were 
smashed, and the whole place presents a 
sad appearance. The road opposite the 
Fresh Lake is completely ruined, being 
gutted by the sea and now covered with 
boulders, A small factory at Middle 
Head has gone with all its apparatus. 


DANIEL CAMPBELL’S DEATH. 





The Trial of Those Connected With the 
Fight Proves Nothing of Interest. 


Grorcetown, Jan. 15.—The circum- 
stances surrounding the death of Daniel 
Campbell, as reported, is causing consider- 
able excitement here. It was expected 
that at the trial of those connected with 
the fight on Christmas night some facts 
would have been elicited which would have 
gone to show what injuries young Camp- 
bell had received. In this, however, pub- 
lic interest has been disappointed. Each 
one arraigned for disorderly conduct 
pleaded guilty, thus excluding all evidence 
in the case. 

Walter Campbell, brother of the de- 
ceased, who was also severely injured in 
the fracas, pleaded guilty without even 
saying that he had been struck. It is 
considered by some that the fear of fur- 
ther violence kept him silent. 

The young mén of the Campbell family 
were notably of a most peculiar disposi- 
tion. They belonged te the heroic school, 
and it was always a matter of comment 
that under no consideration would they 
admit defeat in the numerous broils in 
which they had been engaged. Rather 
than admit this, injuries they received on 
several occasions were invariably ascribed 
as the result of untoward mishaps. This 
will account for the fact that Daniel, on 
his deathbed, did not tell that he had been 
injured in a fight. 

A sister of the deceased, a Mra. Nathan- 
iel Brown, of Georgetown, asserts positive- 
ly that her brother died of the injuries re- 
ceived. She says that tle day following 
the fight he bled profusely at th®@ nose and 
vomited blood, at the same time compiain- 
ing of pains in his head and back, 

The loca) authorities seem afraid to take 
any decisive action in the present case. 
There is a bad gang in this village, and 
Constable Harley cannot be blamed for 
being a little afraid when he remembers 
the way in which his barns were burned 
to the ground when he tried to enforce the 
Scott Acta few years ago. He asks for 
Government aid, and the Attorney-Gener- 
al’s department has been notified. 

There are rome young men here who 
will swear anything. They were educated 
in this business during the Scott Act 
times, when witnesses swore that whiskey 
was ginger ale and beer was cold tea, 

Daniel Campbell, it is understood, had 
his life insured tor $1,000, which is pay- 
able to his widowed mother. He was, in 
many respects, the best one of the four 
brothers,

THE MOSQUE OF DAMASCUS. 





Celebrated in Legendary History But 
Now No More. 


Wasuinaton, Jan. 15.—Private letters 
received here from American travelers in 
Asia, whose names formerly stood out 
prominently in official and diplomatio 
ciroles in Washington, make meution of 
the curious fact that the Turkish au- 
thorities seem to have suppressed all ex- 
tended mention of the destruction of one 
of the most noted edifices in es the 
great Mosque of Damascus, though that 
event occurred many weeks ago. No 
Leda have been given, though the 

eatruction of property in connection with 
the burning of the mosque must have 
been great. The fire removed one of the 
most noted buildinga in the world, whose 
site is the centre of associations extending 
back into the mists of antiquity, and 
which was one of the principal points of 
interest in a oity full of historical attrac- 
tions, The great mosque stood near the 
castle, occupying a quadrangle 163 by 108 
yards wide. Along the north side was an 
open court surrounded by cloisters resting 
on pillars of granite, marble and lime- 
stone. The mosque itself extended along 
the whole southern side, and ite interior 
dimensions were 431 by 125 feet. In the 
centre was a dome resting on four massive 
piers, Underneath was a caye in which 
the head of John the Baptist was said to 
be preserved in a golden casket. ‘The 
mosque had three minarets, one of which 
was 250 feet high, and upon it, acoord- 
ing to moslem traditions, Jesus was to 
haye descended on the day of judgment. 
Round the mosque wore traces of a court 
1,100 feet long by 800 feet wide, enoom- 
passed by colonnades similar to those of 
the Temple of Herod in Jerusalem and the 
Temple of The Sun at Palmyra. Authori- 
ties have thought it highly probable that 
this was the site of the Temple of Rim- 
mon, mentioned in II. Kings vy. 18, and 
that it became in after time the seat of the 
worship of Jupiter, Inthe fourth century 
it was converted into a church and 
dedicated to John the Baptist, and in the 
beginning of the eighth century it was 
seized by the followers of Mahomet. 


EXPLOSION AT A STATION- 


Ap Infernal Machine Sets Fire to Goods 
Awaiting Shipment. 


Lownpon, Jan. 15.—Great excitement has 
been caused at Islington by an explosion of 
what subsequently proved to be an infernal 
machine in the railway station there. The 
machine had been left in the station among 
the goods awaiting shipment. When the 
explosion occurred the goods were set on 
fire. The flames gained little headway, 
however, and were extinguished before 
muoh damage was done, 

Investigation showed that the machine 
had oconsistedof a number of glass tubes 
filled with a liquid. Some of this liquid 
remained in one or two of the tubes and it 
was sent to a Government chemist for 





analysis. 


Wilson Fought to the Last. 


Carrrown, Jan. 15,—Detaile of the 
massacre of Captain Wilson's party by the 
Matabeles were received here Saturday. 
The news just wired to this town from 
Buluwayo shows that Capt. Wilson and 
his men made a hard fight and died gal- 
lantly, fighting to the last.

estroyed to a nian. 


Monson Backs Out. 

Lonpon, Jan. 15.—Monson was to have 
delivered the first of his proposed series of 
lectures in the Princess hall Saturday. 
Though a considerable crowd awaited his 
coming he did not appear, and those who 
had gathered to listen to the lecture went 
away disappointed. It was learned, sub- 
sequently, that Monson’s solicitor had ad- 
vised him got to deliver the lecture, 


Tobacconists in Paris Warned. 

Panis, Jan. 15.—The Government has 
warned the tobacoonists, all of whom are 
appointed by the Stato, the tobacco trust 
being a Government monopoly in France, 
that they must not sell Anarchist papors. 
Nearly all the small tobacconistse coribine 
the selling of newspapers with their to- 
bacoo business.

The case is being most earnestly fought 
on both sides, If the Crown should lose 
the present case, they have decided to take 
him to Louiseyille and try him for at- 
tempting to murder his wife by throwing 
her off a bridge into the river, 

Many prominent lawyers and priests are 
daily attending the trial and take a keen 
interest in the case.

Idle Workingmen Throwing Business 


Men Into a Pantie. 


DEMONSTRATIONS 


BY STRIKERS. 


They Choer for Revolation, Stop Tram 


Care and’ Smash Windows With Stones 


Police Fire on Them and Compel 


Them te Take to Thoir Heels The 


Leadors Arrostod. 


Rome, Jan. 16.—The appeal issued by 
the Sooialiats of Leghorn to the working- 
men asking thom to inangurate yostorday 
a general strike as a proteat ayainat the 
policy of repression being pursued by the 


Government in Sicily, met with no re 
Aponse oxoopt from the men employed in 
some of the shipyards, | It was feared that 
the response to the appeal would be gen 
eral and that the idle workingmen would 
engage in rioting. So fearful were the 


shopkeepers that trouble would occur and 
their places of business be looted, that 
many of them kept thoir shops closed. 
Thore was, however, no sign of any dis- 


turbance 
The police had been strongly reinforced 
in order to quell disorder in its incipiency, 


and tho whole force was extremely vigilant, 
Towards evening the effects of the An- 
archist appeals were apparent among 
workingmen in several parts of Leghorn. 
Minor disturbances were reported from 
three or four quarters. 

The most threatening demonstration 
wus made by a crowd of strikers from the 
Orlando ship yards, The strikers gathered 
in Garibaldi square, cheered for the Sici- 
lian Soolaliats and the social revolution, 
and eventually stopped all the tram cars 
and smashed in the windows with stones. 
A company of police arrived unexpectedly 
at the square and fired a volley over the 
rioters’ heads, The mob dispersed hur- 
riedly withont offering resistance, Tho 
leaders were arrested, 


A FEARFUL WRECK. 


Bleyen Persons Killed in a Collision at 
Hackinsack, N.J- 

New Yor«, Jan. 16.—One of the most 
disastrous railroad accidents that was ever 
experienced in the neighborhood of this 
city ocourred on the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na & Western railroad yesterday ‘morning 
during a thick fog on the Meadows just 
oast of Hackensack, N.J. 

The South Orange accommodation ran 
into the Dover express, telescoping and 
smashing to splinters the two rear oars of 
the latter train, instantly killing eleven 
poe and injuring about fifty others. 

he following is the official list of the 
killed ; 

William R. Adams, Summit, N,J. ; John 
Fish, civil engineer, Summit; William 
Ferguson, Summit, an employe of the 
auditor's office Western Union Telegraph 
Company, Now York; Edward Kinzey, 
Bernardsville; Edward Morrell, Summit; 
John Purrington, Short Hills; John H. H. 
Rimmer, Summit, cashier for S, N, Boo- 
cock, broker, 830 Broad street, New York; 
Patrick Ryan, Milburn; W, J. Turner, 
Basking Ridge; Dr. Doty, druggist, Bask: 
ing Ridge; D. Cameron, Summit. 

The Dover express, which brings to the 
city men employed here in business and 
who live at Summit, Millburn, Short Hills 
and Newark, made its last stop at Newark 
and then rushed on through the thick fog 
towards the city. About 200 yards west 
of the drawbridge over the Hackensack 
the train was stopped by torpedoes. The 
flagman of the train, it is claimed, ran 
back immediately to flag any train that 
might be approaching from the west. He 
bad gone but a few yards, he said, whon 
suddenly to his horror he saw rushing 
upon him through the fog the South Orange 
accommodation. 

This train was scheduled to leave South 
Orange at 7.55, but was about three min- 
utes behind time. Aboard were residents 
of the Oranges and of Newark, who are in 
business in New York. The train was 
running about thirty miles an hour,  Be- 
fore Engineer Dayid Hoffman, could | dis- 
cern the express train through the fog, or 
before he had receiyed the warnimg from 
the flagman who had been sent back, it was 
too late to stop his train, He turned on 
the air brakes and jumping from the cab 
rolled over and over down a steep embank- 
ment, He wastaken up afterwards un- 
conscious, and badly bruised and out 
about the head and body. Fireman Motz 
climbed back over the tender, and was 
found after the collision but slightly in- 


~ 


The engine struck the oxpress train with 
terrific force. It ploughed its way into 
the rear oar, a combination baggage and 
smoking car, and caused it to teleacope 
the passenger car next infront. Every 
seat in the smoking compartment was 
oooupied. The trainmen said that there 
were about 40 passengers in the car. Not 
one of them escaped SIERE They were 
all men in the smoker, which accounts, no 
doubt for the fact that no women were re- 
ported to be among the seriously injured. 
The force of the collision completely 
wrecked the engine ef the South Orange 
train. None of the passengers, however, 
on this train were injured, but all suffered 
from the effects of tho terrific shook. On 
the Dover express the last two cars wore 
twisted and turned into a mass of broken 


iron, wood and glass, over which rolled ° 


the clouds of smoke and steam from the 
engine. From this mass came the screams 
and orles of the injured. 

As soon as the passengers who were in- 
jured recovered from the shook they piled 
out of the oars and rushed to the assist- 
ance of the injured. The woodwork was 
lying in all directions and literally strewn 
along the track were the bodies of the 
dead and dying. The bodies of many 
persons had been thrown apparently out 
of the car by the collision, one side of the 
ear being completely knocked off. 

The running of regular trains from the 
depot in Hoboken was immediately stop- 
ped and all th passenger trains in the 

epot were hurrica to the scene of the 
acoldent, 

William Ferguson, who was one of those 
in the smoker, died soon after reaching 
the hospital

of agreoment identical with those signed 
by Corbett and Mitchell and were not in- 
terfered with, The moeting was under 
the supervision of the ohief of-police, and 
the reforee was vested with power to stop 
the mill whenever it reached a point in- 
dicating danger to life and mb. The 
club people were disappointed that the 
State authorities took no action to stop the 
content, 


and Daughter Take Their Lives, 


Panis, Jan. 16,—The city was stirred 
last night by the news of tho suicides of 
M. Caubet, brother of the late Chief of 
Police, and his wife and daughter. Cau 
bet was 68 years old and his wife about 
the same age 

The daughter had tried to support the 
family by giving musio leasons, bat oould 
not earn enough for them As matters 
grew worse all three rovolyed to die. They 
sold some of their furniture and used the 
| money to buy a sumptuous dinner, After 
eating they paid and dismissed their one 
sorvant, 

They signed a paper explaining thoir 
troubles and their motives in taking their 





lives, then pasted papers over the oracks 
in the doors and windows and lighted two 
charcoal fires, Each awallowoda vial of 
laudanum All three were found dead on 
the floor The paronts apparently had 
died painlessly, The daughter, however, 
had in her paroxysam torn her face with her

TEN MILES FROM EARTH. 


AN EMPTY BALLOON’S LONG TR'P 


HEAVENWARD. 


Sent to the Catise of Sclence—The Car 


Was Filled With Automutio KMeoording 


Instrumente 
the Trip. 


One of the most interesting exper! 

ments with balloons that has over been 
updortaken waa that of Messrs. Hermite 
and Besavcon, at Paris-Vaugirard, They 
succeeded in sending « balloow to the 
unprecedented elevation of 16,000 meters, 
or about 10 miles. There were no peo- 
plo in the balloon, but it carried a vari 
ety of self-registering instruments de 
signed to record the temperature, the at 
mosphorio pressure, eto. The little bal- 
loon was started on ite lofty trip about 
noon, when the air was remarkably still 
and clear. It rose rapidly, and in three- 
quarters of an hour had attained an ele 
vation of 10 miles, at which height it 
remained for several hours. 

It was there subjected to an atmos- 
phoric pressure only about one-« ighth 
as great us thatat the surface of the 
earth, aod M. Hermite explains its float- 
ing for so long ao time at & copstant 
height by. supposing that the tempera 
ture does not vary sensibly with the cle- 
vation Of the floating body after the lat 
ter has attained an altitude where seveh- 
Cigliths Of the atmospheric pressure is 
lacking and where there remains no trace 
of water vapor. 

BACK TO THE EARTH. 


But toward 6 o'clock, when, with the 
deoline of day the temperature began 
rapidly to fall, the balloon started buck 
toward the earth, arriving with a gen- 
tle motion which did not disturb the in- 
struments it carried, at 7.11, at Chanvres, 
near Paris- Vaugirard, from which it had 
®tarted. 

The balloon was yisiblé with a tele- 
ere during the entire time, It shone 
ike U\e planet Venus seen by day. By 
means of a micrometer attached to an 
astrondinical telescope the apparent 
diameter of the bulloon could easily have 
been. measured, and..thia would have 
furnished a means of calculating its 
altitude independent of the record of 
the barometer which it carried, 

The barometer and thermometer were 
furhished! with Antoibatié pen’ driven by 
clookwork, by means of which diagrams 
of tie chinges of pressure hud tempera- 
ture thatthe balloon experienced were 
obtained.,, Atths jjeiglit of about 74%

‘This strip of water that divides eastern 
Asia from Alaska, and is the link that 
unites the Atlantic and Pacitic Oceans, 


is only thirty-six miles wide and is in- 
terspersed with islands, between which 

are considerable expanses of intervening 

water, but which seldom exceeds a 

depth of ninety feet. Government 
soundings have been taken across the 

Strait and tlie ocean floor found to be of 
substantial rock, Once across the strait, 

Siberian Russia is encountered and, 

passing the coast of the Gulf of Anadir, 

the road would touch the arctic circle, 

deflect southwestward, crossing the 
Lena River, then on, continuing in a 
diagonal direction through the Russian 

Empire into the Orient. A branch road 
of less than 38000 miles may diverge from 
the main line, go southward beyond the

creatures of tue pre glacial world, there 
are the inexhaustible mines worked by 
the Siberiun exiles, and this entire region, 
while cold and inhospitable, is literally a 
magazine of wealth, a cold Storage of 
the miedsureless product of a former and 
more generous age.

or ill luck.” 

To a generation that is acquainted 
with the praciical uaes of dynamite, these 
words of Rousseau niay tppear mild ; 
let it, however, be remembeield that he 
was not a salaried assassin, but an origi- 
nal thinker and a’man of genius. ‘The 
wretches whocommit crimes for politi- 
cal purposes Usually drift into the hands 
of the executioner, and the business is at 
an end; but Rousseau's influenco did not 
end at his death, 

Now, if, in the ordinary course of hu- 
man Affairs, these words of Rousseau 
muy with justice be put into practice, it 
follows that Charlotte Corday’s act in 
killing Marat may not have been a 
crime ; it was such teaching ns. Rons- 
seau's (whether she was conscious of it 
or not) that gave her the inspiration 
Charlotte Corday’s act waa 4 crime; 
only a perverted moral sense will deck 
iLout with fine phrases,—Macmillan's 
Magazine.

In speaking of the American President, 
Hon. Mr. Patterson said: 

“A more pnblio’ spirited, honest man 
than Grover Cleveland never sat in the 
presidential chair. It did not follow that 
ecauseé A man spoke respectfully of a 
great man, greatly placed in the neighbor- 
ing republic, it indicated any disloyalty to 
Britain or Britain’s Queen.

STRONG DEFENCE FOR HOOPER. 


The Evidence Given in the Trial of J. R, 
Hooper Yesterday, 


Joutette, Que., Jan. 17.—Witnesses

Edmond 
Leblanc went with the acoused next day 
and they returned to St, Ambroise de Kil- 
dare with Mrs, Hooper and young Grenier, 

She remained there five days, and dur- 
ing that time she ate and slept very little, 
Once she went to the. spring and got 
water with which she washed herself from 
head to foot. Again, there was a noise at 
the window one evening and she said: 
** Don't be afraid, it is my sister Josephino 
who has come for me; it is an angel.” 
During her stay at her mother's, deceased 
became very weak, and witness was afraid 
she would die very soon She never saw 
the acoused act any way but kindly to- 
wards her daughter, although she was 
never informed that her daughter had 
been ae for two years in an asylum. 

Mrs. John T, Hickmitt, of Ottawa, testi- 
fied that prisoner had boarded with his 
wife at her house from October 15, 1882, 
to March 15, 1888, and that he always 
treated her kindly. Three times during 
her stay there she had been seized with 
hysterical fits, 

Mr, Joseph Baulch, of Port Hope, swore 
that when Hooper went there on Septem. 
ber 29 he was anxious to have the fullest 
investigations made of his wife’s death,

There is not the slightest ground, 
however, for apprehension that the public 
credit will suffer or be endangered, for the 
reason that ample authority already existe 
by law for the Secretary of the Treasury 
to strengthen his coin reserve to any 
extent required, and to meet every demand 
that can be legitimately made. The power 
of the Secretary for the issue of the bonds 
needs nothing beyond what is given by the 
act of January 14, 1875.

Wasninarton, Jan, 18.—The manngora of 
American railways are here in great num 
bers, representing many trunk lines in all 
sections of the country.

Firat, they want 
to have placed in the Tariff bill a clause 
providing for the imposing of a specific 
customs duty on all cars passing from

Upon this theory the 
most formidable effort made since the 
pewnce of the inter-state commerce law in 
887 is now to be made to have the law |

THE POISONING CAse. 


Hooper's Father on the Stand—Important 
_Evidenoce. ! 


Jouetrr, Que, Jan, 18,—The Hooper 
trial was continued yesterday, when sen- 
sational evidence was brought ont for the 
defence. The father of the accused, Mr. 


Joseph Hooper, of Port Hope, was examin- | 


ed. He told the story of the way the 
bottle of pruasic acid was disposed of. He 
first produced a letter which the accused 
had written him, announcing the death of 
his wife and asking him to make all ar- 
rangements for the funeral with a service 
if necessary. Witness had been absent in 
Chicago at the time and did not receive 
the letter until October 4th, when he im- 
mediately returned home while his son 
was at Cobourg. Mr. Ward told him there 
was a bottle of prussic acid in his son’s 
bedroom. Then witness said :— 

“T went home immediately, in an ex- 
olted state, and told my daughter, Mrs, 
Baulch, who brought me dewn a bottle of 
a greenish tinge. I took out the cork and 
smelt the contents. It had a strong al- 
mond odor. I then did, perhaps, a wrong 
act. I reflected on what might have been 
the consequences of it being in the house 
with my two little grandchildren, and I 
took it out into the yard, where I took » 
hammer and smashed itto atoms. Part of 
the acid went on my hand and produced a 
numb sensation, I went to Mr. Ward and 
told him what I had done. He said, ‘My 
God, Hooper, what did you do that fort? 
You have destroyed the best piece of evi- 
dence we had.’” 

He did not remember whether there was 
a label on the bottle. 

Mrs, Katie Baulch, sister of accused, cor- 
roborates this evidence. She had seen her 
father in the yard with a stick in one hand 
and the broken bottom of the bottle. 
About a week after she found another 
bottle which she gave to Mr. Ward. The 
bottle last mentioned was produced in 
court and identified by the witness, It is 
a one ounce fluid prescription yial and has 
no label. It had none at the time, and 
was found in the same bedroom as the 
other one, but in altogether another part. 
Prof. Adams measured the contents of the 
bottle; there were three drachins and three- 

uarters, andthe smell was undoubtedly 
that of prussic acid, but he could not 
swear that it was a two per cent. solution. 

H. A. Ward, one of the counsel for de- 
fence, was sworn. He represented accused 
at the coroner's inquest. He testified that 
on the evening of the prisoner being taken 
to Joliette he asked him to secure from 
his room a bottle containing the poison. 
This was just as the train was leaving and 
next day witness told Mr. Hooper, ur. 

Another sensation was caused in court 

by one of the court stenographers fainting 
and having to be carried out of court. 
This is the fourth time that the proceed- 
ings of this court have been stopped by 
people fainting. Mr. MacMaster asked the 


judge to order that the room be properly 


ventilated, as it was not fit for human 
beings to be in.

Seoretary Carlisle's Circular Issued—The 
Free Wool Clause Passed. 

Wasainoton, Jan. 18.—Seoretary Car- 
lisle yesterday issued a ciroular offering 
for public subscription an issue of bonds 
of the United States to the amount of fifty 
millions, in either registered or coupon 
form, in denominations of $50 and up- 
wards redeemable in coin at the pleasure 
of the Government after ten years from 
date of their issne and bearing interest 
payable quarterly in coin at the rate of 5 

roent. per annum, No proposal at a 

ower price than 117.223, which is the 
equivalent of a 3 per cent. bond at par 
will be considered. Bonds will be dated 
February 1. The action of Secretary Car- 
lisle in announcing a bond issue was not 
generally known even in treasury circles 
when the Department olosed. Among 
officials who were cognizant of his inten- 
tion the opinion was expressed that he 
acted none too soon. Treasury gold is 
rapidly on the decline. The loss  yester- 
day was $862,000, and since the first of 
the month the gold balance has declined 
from $80,891,000, to $70,834,915 with the 
indication that it will fall below seventy 
million to-day.

The Sioux Food fneke 


It is not generally known that the 
James River Valley was once the home 
of the only apecies of enake which 
ever furnished an abundant and untri 
























tious supply of food for the use of man 
Recent aud most exhaustive investiga- 
tion proves it to be true This valley, 
in which no sanake is now found, was 
once full of serpents called by the Sioux 


Indiana the “food snake,” by reason 
of the size and delicious flavor of its 
OK K- 

By untold dozens these egge were Inid 
in pit s hollowed out of the soil for their 
recep tiob Au au rule the pits were 
from 56 to & feet deep, 18 inches in 
lhuumeter, and Goutained from 100 to 200 
oes, Suuxly packed at the bottom and 
covered with dry grass and loaves, The 
eggs were alittle larger than those of the 
domestic hen and more palatable, but 
deadly poison, 

Many of Sioux, tempted, by hunger, 
died from eating them, Often they were 


to’ the discovery of 
invading enemies im order thet they 
should eat and die, Not only were these 
ozgs imbued with poison, but they were 
equally pecutiar in that they remained 
fresh and palatable in all weathers for 
thirteen yoars and were finally hatched 
by the cold of the winter and not the 
heat of the summer. 

Three hundred years ago Blue Gooue, 
a mighty chieftain ruled the Sioux, 
His wife discovered a mixture which 
was a perfect antidote to the poison in 
the egg. The simple washing in the 
mixture rendered them perfectly whole- 
some. 

Blue Goose was a lover of war. He 
saw that by revealing the seoret of the 
antidote the hunting of buffalo, then 
numerous, would largely cease, and that 
the people, finding abundant food in the 
snake eggs, would grow indolent and 
less warlike, 

He therefore formed a council of 
soveral discreet women, most solemnly 
pledged to retain among themselves the 
secret of the antidote and to use it only 
in ‘times of famine or defeat in war. This 
council was self-perpetuating and elected 
new members only as vacancies occurred 
by death. Nover was the secret botray- 
ed,—Minneapolis Journal.

SICILY’S LABOR TROUBLES. 


The Proposed Concerted Revolution Frus- 
trated by the Authorition, 

Rome, Jan, 19.\-Rumors that were cur 
rent here to the effect that the service of 
the Red Cross Sociéty was about to be 
mobilized caused momentary alarm, it be 
ing thought that such action indicated that 
yory, serious trouble was anticipated in 
some party of the kingdom, The rumors 
were officially denied yeaterday. They 
arose from the measures that have been 
projected to use the Red Cross Society in 
Sicily in the transportation of the wound 
od if the conflicts in that island are con 
tinued, Perfect calm prevails now through- 
out Sioily. 

In 1885 several violent reyolutionists 
who had been expelled from Belgium and 
Switzerland went to Avenza, near Carrara 
and founded the firat anarchist group in 
Italy. The new movement gpread rapidly. 
In the last few months: the leadéra have 
collected money and arms, established an 
naderstanding with the workingmen, of 
Pisa, Spezzia and other centres of working- 
men’s jinterests, and finally planned to 
atart revolutions simultaneonsly in several | 

royinces. They were to plunoder. the | 
eters of. the rich, set fire to the public | 
buildings,.open the prisons and rally, to 
the cause of revolt every man who should | 
show himself ,ready. to pillage and fight | 
against the authorities. 

The outbreak near Carrara on last Satur- 
day.cvening was the initial moye, but the } 
further execution of the plot was thwarted | 
by: the awiftaction of the authorities, It | 
is known that the anarchists, killed--on | 
Saturday night between Carrara and Massa

UNEMPLOYED IN GERMANY. 





A Proposed Wathering of Workingmen 
Nipped in the Bud. 


Berwin, Jan. 19.—An anarchist named 
Rodrian Isshed a call a few days ago for 
the unemployed workingmen to hold a 
meeting at a brewery at Friedrichshain, a 
suburb of Berlin, The theeting was to 
‘have been held yesterday, but! ‘thé’ pblice 
having in niind the origin of the serfbus 
ridts of 1892 determined to arrest Rodrian, 
thinking that if he were locked up’ the 


' meébting would not be held. Consequently 


lie waa taken into custody and the news of 
his’arrest quickly spread. The police were 
right in their conjecture that with Rod- 
‘rian ont of the way there would be’ no 
meeting. 

‘Quite a namber of men proceeded to’ the 
brewery, but thera we no attempt at 
spécches. 

Later in the day a crowd of pedple 
‘gathered before the Konigsthur’ and acted 
in a Very disorderly mantier. The police 
‘ordéred them to disperse, ' but were met 
with jeers and with flat refusals to obey 
the order. Finding that moderate ‘mea- 
sures Would not suffice to disperse the 
orowd, orders were given to the police to 
draw their swords and charge the rioters. 
Thé order was at once obeyed, aid ‘the 
crowd broke and scattered in eyery direc- 
tion. 

Dr. Gumplowioz, an anarchist \ from 
Zurich, who it was announced would speak 
at thé'proposed meeting, has been arrested~ 
The Kleine Journal publishes’ an adodunt 
of thetrdubles, which, it says, was’ re- 
It charges that 
the action of the police in’ attacking’ the 
crowd was without cause, The unemploy- 
ed who had gone to the, brewery to attend 
the) proposed meeting were leaying, the 
building, after haviny learned that the 
meeting would not be, held. As. was 
natural, they gathered jn groupe to discuss 
the situation and afew linggred near the 
exits. They showed no lawless intent; ib 
fact, many, of those about the brawery 
were mere onlookers antl were of the better 
lass.

Caretown, Jan. 19. — Advices from 
Buluwayo are to the effect that according 
to ‘latest’ reports King Lobengula is anxious 
to surrender, and has killed’ the Induna 
who persuaded him to retreat and to 
countenance the attack upon Capt. Wilson 
near the’Shagani river. The destruction 
of the Wilson party has been for some 
time, it is said, bengula’s only “reason 
for not yielding, for he fears tliat’ the 
British might try to take revenge on him 
for Wileon’s death.

The pensions 
for the oivil list amounted to £2,101,687; 
forthe army, £8,714,673; for the navy,

men, £29,720. The whole number of reci-

CANADA'S OWN POET, | 


A SPEAKING PORTRAIT OF 
LATE CHARLES SANGSTER.-

of the late Charles Sangater, who passed 


away at Kingston, on Deo. 19th, at the 
ripe age of seventy one years, It is now 
many years since Mr. Sangster won for 


himself the reputation of a national bard. 
Of late his declining health had not per- 
mitted him to devote much attention to 
literary pursuits, but he could afford to 
rest seourely on the laurela won by his 
earlior successes in vorse. 

The poet was born at the Navy Yard, 
Kingston, on July 16, 1822. His educa- 
tion was meager, but his natural aptitude 
for stddy and his private industry and 
Perseverance wore more productive in his 
case than richer opportunities have been 
to other boys The yoara that ought to 
have been spent in college he passed 
making cartridges for a living. Later he 
Was appointed to the ordnance depart- 
ment, where ten years of his life went by, 
his salary being small, and his chances of 
promotion absolutely nil. Finally, he re- 
signed this ungrateful post and entered the 
field of journalism, first as editor of the 
Ambortsburg Courler, and afterward as 
manager of the Kingston British Whig. 
The latter position he retained for ten 
years, during which time he published a 
food many poems, and gradually found 

is way to popularity. 

In 1868 he accepted 4 position in the 
post office department under the fedoral 
government and went to reside at Ottawa. 
He had previously brought out two vol- 
umes of poetry, which had been favorably 
received by the critics and the genoral 
public. The poot’s fortunes, never too 
flourishing, were somewhat improved 
under the administration of Mr. Maokenzioe, 
and when superannusted be was ouabled 
to retire on a comfortable allowance, The 
last years of his life were spent in Buffale, 
N. Y., and Kingston. 

In October, 1867, Mr. Sangster married 
Henrietta, second daughter of the late Dr. 
James Meagher. Six children were born

ef this union, three of whom died in in- 
fanoy. Mrs. Sangster diedin1884. Thus, 
the poet's life was largely made up of 
struggles and sorrows, But he had at 
least the consolation of knowing that he 
did not sing the songs of his country to 
deaf ears, After the appearance of his 
book, ‘‘Hesperus and Other Poems,” he 
was saluted asthe national bard of Oanada, 
and glowing eulogies of his work ap 

from the pens of leading writers and jour- 
nalists of his time. 

The literature of Canada has progressed 
rapidly since Charles Sangster was first 
regarded as its most favored exponent, 
The oluster of brilliant young intellects 
now holding their own so ably on the 
Canadian Parnassus have attrasted atten- 
tion away from their fewer and more scat- 
tered predecessore. But Sangster’s memory 
is doomed not to fade, His poems are 
studied in the schools as olassios, and his 
name is spoken with reverence by his 
qomass successors in the field of literature, 

o doubt, too, a fitting tribute will one 
day be raised to his memory by his grate- 

count: en, 

Kingston, his birthplace, is a university 
town, and its inhabitants would probably 
respond with enthusiasm to a propesal to 
erect within its limits a suitable memorial 
to Canada’s national poet. 

Progress of Theosophy, 

Since the showing made by the Theo- 
sophical Society at the World's Fair Par- 
liament of Religions, Theosophy has come 
to be more widely Det as an active 
factor in affairs of the religious world. The 
five meetings held thems were attended by 
15,000 people. When Mme. Blavatsky 
died, two years ago, many thought that 
this society, which had met with so many 
ups and downs from the moment of its 
organization, in 1875, would oollapse. 
Instead, it grew on with wonderful 
strides, until to-day the Theosophical Se- 
sciety has elghty branches in America, 
150 in India and fifty in Europe. 

In India, where Col. Olcott is in per- 
sonal charge, the society is active in 
founding schoola for native children for 
the study ot Sanskrit, and is doing much 
to emancipate the native women and to 
destroy caste, the society being.open to 
all, without distinctions of oreed, race, 
sex, color or caste. A great deal is also 
done in the way of bringing to light and 
translating ancient sacred books and MSS. 
which have been hidden away for ages. 

In this work Theosophists have a pecul- 
jar advantage over western philologists 
and orientalists, on account of having as 
members of their organization a number 
of high caste Brahmins and native princes, 

Recently new Theosophical magazines 
have been started in Germany, Ireland and 
Franob. In America the latest innovation 
is * Lotus Circles,” or anseotarian Sunday 
schools for children. New York, Brook- 
lyn, Chicago and San Francisco now have 
Lotus circles and efforts are being made to 
start them elsegbore,=New York World.

THE QUESTION OF MOTHERHOOD 
DISCUSSED BY DR. TALMAGE. 


The Impress Made by Mothers, Good and

Brooxtyn, Jan, 14.—This novel and 
unique subject was presented by Dr. Tal 
mago this forenoon to 
crowding the largest Protestant church in 
America, The congregation, led by organ 
and cornet, sang a Gospel hymn to the 
tune of ‘‘Hoime, Sweet Home.”

By all the rules of war Sisera ought to 
baye been triumphant. He had 900 iron 
chariots anda host of many thousands 
vaster than the armies of Israel. But!God 
was on the other side and the angry fresh- 
ets of Kishon and the hail, the lightning 
and the unmanageable war horses and the 
capsized chariots and the stellar panio in 
the sky discomfited Sisera’ Josephus in 
his history describes the scene in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘‘When they were come 
to a close fight there came down from 
heaven oa great storm with a vast 
quantity of rain and hail, and the wind 
blew the rain in the face of the Cananites, 
and #o darkened their eyes their arrows 
and slings were of no advantage to them, 
nor would the coldness of the air permit 
the soldiers to make use of their swords 
while this storm did not so much incom- 
mode the Israelites, because it came on 
their backs. They also took such courage 
upon the apprehension that God was 
assisting them that they fell upon the very 
midst of their enemies and slew « great 
number of them; so that some fell by the 
Israelites, some fell by their own horses, 
which were put into disorder, and nota 
few were killed by their own chariots.”

whether God is for us or against us 
**Where’s mother?” is the question most 

frequently asked in many households, It 


is asked by tho husband as well as the 
child coming in at nightfall, ‘‘Where’s 
mother?” It is asked by the little ones 
when they got hurt and come in crying 
with the pain; ‘'Where’s mother?’ It is 
asked by those who have seon some grand 
sight or heard some good news or received 
some beautiful gift; ‘‘Whore’s mother?” 
She sometimes feels wearled by the ques- 
tion, for they all ask it and keep asking it 
allthe time, She is not only the first to 
hear every case of perplexity, but she is the 
judge in every court of domestic appeal, 
That is what puts premature wrinkles on 
so many maternal faces, and powdors white 
60 many inaternal foreheads, You see it 
is o question that keeps on forall the years 
of childhood, It comes from the nursery

Then and there is 
the impression made for virtue or vice, 
for truth or falsehood, for bravery or cow- 
ardice, for religion or scepticism. Sud- 
denly start out from behind a -door and 
frighten the child and you may shatter his 
nervous system for a lifetime. During the 
first ten years you oan tell him enough 
spook stories to make him a coward till he 
dies. Act before him as though Friday 
were an unlucky day, and it were baleful 
to have 18 at the table, or see the moon 
over the left shoulder, and he will never 
recover from the idiotic superstitions. 
You may give that girl before she is ten 
years old a fondness for dress that will 


make her a mere ‘“‘dammy fraine,”’ or fash 
ion plate, for 40 years. Ezekiel 16:14— 
‘Asia the mother so is her daughter.” 


Before one decade has passed you can de 
cide whether the boy shall be a Shylock or 
a George Peabody. Boys and girls are gen- 
erally echoes of fathers of mothers. What an 
incoherent thing for a mother out of tem- 
per to punish a child for getting mad, or 
for a father who smokes to shut his 
boy up in a dark closet because 
he has found him with an old stump of 
a cigar in his mouth; or for that mother 
to rebuke her daughter for staring at her- 
selftoo much in the looking-glass, when 
the mother has her Own mirrors so ar- 
ranged as to repeat her form from all 
sides, The great English poet's loose 
moral character was decided before he left 
the nursery, and his schoolmaster in the 
school room overheard this convorsation: 
“Byron. your mother is a fool,” and he 
answored, ‘I know it.’ Aggrippina, tho 
mothor of Nero, a murderess, you are not 
surprised that her s00 was a murderer. 
Give that child an over-dose of catechism, 
and make him recite verses of the Bible as 
@ punishment, and make Sunday a bore, 
and hoe will become o stout antagonist of 
Christianity. Impress him with the kind 
ness and the geniality and the loveliness 
of reliion and he will bo its advocate and 
exemplar for all time and oternity. If 
I had time to take statistics out of this 
audience, and I could ask what proportion 
of you who are Christians owe your sal- 
vation under God to maternal fidelity, I 
think about three-fourths of you would 


spring to your feet. ‘Hal ha!” said the 
soldiors of the regiment to Charlie, one of 
their comrades, ‘‘What has mado the 
change in yout you Used to like sin as 


well as any of us.’ Palling from his pook 
et bis mother’s letter in which, after tell 


ing of some comforts she had sent him, 
she concluded: —"'We &@re praying for you. 
Charlie, that you may be a Chriatian,” he 
said, ‘Boys, that’s the sentence."

Jourerre, Jan, 20.—The jury last night 
sont in a verdict of ‘Not guilty.” 

Tho olosing scene in tho Hooper trial 
was enacted when Judge Delorimier arose 
to make hia charge to the jary. The court 
room was crowded with visitors, who paid 
the most breathless attention during the 
delivery of the charge 

As has been stated, it was oxpected that 
the judge would charge directly against 
the prisoner, whioh was undoubtedly the 
conse, 

At 10 o'clock Judge Delorimier began 
his charge, speaking firet in Frenoh, for,

although a fluent speaker of English, it is 
the language with which he is most fa- 
millar, 

‘Gentlemen of the jury—We have now 
nearly come to the end of the moat im- 

rtant and sensational murder case over 

nown in this country.” 

The Judge then reviewed the evidence. 
He told the jury that they were the real 
jadges in the case, and as such should be 
above all prejudice or fear. The appeals 
that had been made to their feelings 
should not influence them. They must be 
fearless and honorable and do their duty 
like soldiers and true men, and not for 
one moment forget the oath they had 
taken. 

It was true the scaffold had never been 
erected in Joliette, but that fact should 
not influence their minds. 

‘I charge you to render a verdict of 
guilty if you think the ‘facta presented to 
you warrant such a verdict,” he said. 

If there was any reasonable doubt, the 
prisoner, however, was to be given it. 
The prisoner was charged with poisoning 
his wife on September 18. The question 
to be decided was, had deceased met her 
death by natural causes or by poison. 

The Crown had contended that all the 
symptoms of her death coincided with 
death caused by prussic acid, and con- 
sequently deceased had not met a natural 
death. The Crown had also shown what 
the prisoner's conduct had been at Louise- 
ville and had maintained that such con- 
duct® was a strong proof against the 
prisoner that he did commit the orime 
charged against him. 

In reply to these charges the defence 
had said that the Louisaville part of the 
story should have no bearing on the case, 
and that they had proven that prisoner 
had not poisoned his wife, as no poison 
had been found in her body. They also 
had, in vivid language, told the jury how 
dangerous ciroumstantial evidence was. 

His Honor showed the jury that olr- 
cumstantial evidence at times was the 
strongest kind of evidence and should not 
be made lightly of.. In poisoning cases 
ciroumstantial evidence especially should 
have much weight. Poison was the 
weapon of the coward, The evidence had 
conclusively shown that the prisoner had 
paid attentions to Miss Stapely while his 
wife was in an asylum and had passed 
himself off as a single man. , 

** And there, gentlemen, the drama be- 
gins,” said His Honor. ‘‘ The defence has 
tried to explain that the prisoner's atten- 
tions meant nothing. Whether they did 
ornot yon will have to decide. They 
might not Aave meant anything or they 
ar have been the motive for the crime 
which the prisoner is said to have commit-

the false names he had given, of his de-

** Does it not look, sirs, as if the prisoner 
was only preparing the way for what soon 
ooourred after these words were penned ?” 
asked the judge 

It pppeared that deceased conld only 
have died from two causes, fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart or poison. Thoy would 
have to decide which. If they had any 
doubt prisoner was to got it. ; 

The fact of accused having demanded 
an inquest was to his credit, but it was 
singular that having secured it he did not 
appear to give his explanation there. As te 
the atory of the broken bottle, if the jury 
socenta it there could be no case against 
the prisoner. The Crown did not pretend 
Mr. Hooper, ar., or his daughter had per 
jured themselves, but they contended that 
the identity of the bottle had not been 
established; it was for the jury to decidas 

Judge Delorimier finished his charge at 
about 6.80. He then asked the jury to ad- 

ourn and decide on a verdiet, but Mr 
inoMastor rove up and proposed that the 
eourt adjourn for supper while the jury 
were preparing the verdict. The oourt 
thon adjourned till 8 o'clock. A long 
time before 8 largo crowds flocked to tho 
court house to hear the verdict, and by 8 
o'clock it was packed to suffocation with a

$571,389. Tho total trade for the period 
has, therefore, been $138,508,179, a com 
pared with $14,578,880 for the first half 
of the last fiscal year, an inorease of 
$6,018,709. This is gratifying fin view 
of the fact that the trade of Groat 
Britain, the United States and almost 
every other country has shown a yery 
material decrease in the last six months.

Housekeopors Should Know 

That bar soup should be cut into pieces 
of a convenient size for using, and put 
intoadry place, If the house mistress 
does not attend to the cutting her servant 
won't, but will uso a whole bar at once, 
the consequence being needless waste. 

That articles that have been stained 
with ink or fruit should not be put into 
soap suds until the stains are removed, as 
soap has a tendency to ‘‘set’’ the stains, 

Thatiron cooking utensils inorease in 
value with use, as the surface becomes 
smooth, In buying them, be careful to 
seo thar they are of the best quality, and 
are well finished, 

That for long, slow cooking, porcelain 
stew-pans are more desirable than tin or 
graniteware, as the article cooking can be 
kept at a more even temperature. 

That Indian meal is best when it ia 
freshly ground, and therefore it is bad 
economy to buy large quantities of it at a 
time. 

That when bread is baked the loaves 
should never be set flat on the table or 
shelf, but should be set on end, one loaf 
against another,» and wrapped closely 
around with a.olean cloth. This makes 
the crusts tender by keeping in the steam. 

That the goodness of all cake depends 
upon the eggs being perfectly fresh. 

That experienced, old-fashioned house- 
keepers say that the dough for cookies or 
gingerbread is much more easily handled 
and rolled and stamped the day after it is 
made than on the same day. In cold 
weather it should be set where it will not 
become hard. 

That suet may be kept sweet for some 
time by pulling the skin or membrane from 
it while it is fresh, sprinkling salt upon it, 
tying it up in a bag and hanging in a cool, 
dry place, 

That it is said that sprigs of wormwood 
scattered in places infested with black ants 
will drive these pests away. 

That if you want to keep your house free 
from moths never put down your oarpets 
till the floor is thoroughly day. 

That in making up unbleashed muslin, 
allow one inoh to'the yard for shrinkage.

To the mind of the artist there is noth- 
ing weird or gruesome abont the idea of 
using human skin fora canvas: On the 
contrary, Mr. Willcox believes that one of 
these paintings is a particularly appropriate 
objeot to ra 9 in the family of the person 
who has farnished the canvas, 

‘*Whoen one looks on stch a picture,” 
said the artist, ‘‘ especially after the body 
from which the skin was taken has been 
buried, ho sees something that was once 
really a part of a dead friend or relative. 
It makes a pleasing remembrance and it is 
certainly an uncommon heir loom, 

“*The work is very difficult, because the 
skin is go delicate. It cannot be stretched 
with the fingers and must be held in place 
by Weights while the colors are being ap- 
P fed. The least strain tears the skin, I 

eel quite safe in saying that there has 
never been such a delicate or curious sub- 
stance used inthe place of canvas in the 
history of painting.”

DRAWN BY A COLORED PREACHER. 


A Vivid Word Picture of the Last Day 


and Its Startling MiMeot 




































"The moat wonderful sermon I ever 
heard,” said a business man to a writor for 
the Puburg Dispatch, waa dolivered 
by acolored preacher in South Carolina, in 
aslave pen which was being utilized as a 
church shortly after the war. I happened 
to drop into the large gathering of colored 
people one night and was informed that a 
new preacher was about to be tried. The 
tniniater arose back of a pulpit that had 
been improvised from a barrel turned 


bottom upward, on which was a lighted 


candle atuck in a bottle He began to 
read the Bible, bat stumbled at every 
word, spelling some throughout before 
pronouncing them A man in the rear 
paid ‘Go ahead with your sermon,’ 
and the preacher ceased reading Ho 


atood up at full longtb, and in the dim, fliok 

oring light of the lone candle looked more 
like an apparition than a man. His subject 
was ‘The Judgment.’ Here came in that 
wonderful imaginative quality for which the 
colored race ia noted. In going about dur 

ing the war he had become imbued with the 
military spirit, so he began by givinga vivid 
word picture of the hosts of heaven lying in 
thoir tents asleep the night before the judg 

mont day. Then he worked up to a point 
whore the buglesounded to prepare for the 
descont upon the sinful world. He pictured 
the heavenly hosts hurriedly ranning out of 
their tents to form in line of battle with the 
groat commander in front. Then ho dos- 
oribed the stillnoss that reigned when all 
was ready, awaiting the oommand to 
advance. By this time the whole con 

gregation, including mysolf, wore sit 

ting with nerves strained, oexoited 
in the extreme, and as the preacher do- 
soribed the tramp, tramp, tramp of the 
mighty host approaching the earth I saw 
several members, terrified, get down under 
the benches, He then followed a courier 
coming from the distance, who reported 
‘Death on a white horse’ as having appoar- 
ed far away. Whon tho preacher de- 
soribed the commander detailing a squad of 
his soldiers to ‘‘go capture death,” a terri- 
fied oan came from the audience. Finally 
he brought the army ofheaven|down to earth 
just before daybreak, and had them resting 
on their arms awaiting Gabriel's trumpet. 
Ho pictured at length how quiet everything 
was, and then putting his hand to his mouth 
he imitated the bugle call, which so terrl- 
fied and completely unstrung his audience 
that the greater portion of it arose hurried- 
ly and rushed out of the building. In all 
my life I never heard of a sermon that 
had such a startling effect upon a congre- 
gation.” = 


A Mother's Influence and Example. 

Mme. Bonaparte, the mother of Napo- 
leon I, was a woman of plain manners and 
simple habits, practical, given to small 
economies and to bargaining indefatigably 
with fradespeople. Even when her sons 
wore at the height of their prosperity she 
made prudent; provision for a possible 
“rainy day.” she was called parsimon- 
ious. Certainly she did not approve of 
needless expenditure, But she gave liber- 
ably to charities and was ready to hold out 
a helping hand to the needy who appealed 
to her. ‘ 

When tlie governor general of Corsica, 
Pascal Paoli, wished to yield his country to 
England, she displayed a nobly generous 
spirit of loyalty to France, 

She encouraged her sons to risk persecu- 
tion, exile, the loas of their property and 
even of their lives in remaining faithful to 
the annexation of Corsica to France. Her 
husband had been with Paoli on one of his 
campaigns when Corsica was making a 
struggle for liberty, and she had accom- 
panied him. At that timo Paoli bad ac- 
quired a great respect for her. 

Ha tried to deter her from her conrageous 
resistance to his plans. 

** You will be ruined, you and yours and 
your home, and nothing can ever repair 
your misfortunes,” he said. 

He sent several messages, the last by a 
person who said, ‘‘Madame, if you will 
write to the general that you disapprove of 
your sons’ conduct, you may at once re- 
gain possession of your property.” 

She replied: ‘‘Say toGen. Paoli that 
I fhonght that he knew me better. He 
knows that I myself recommended to my 
sons the course that thoy have taken, and 
if it Were ‘necessary I should do so again. 
T have become a Frenchwoman; I shall be 
a true one.” 

L ter Paoli gave orders that any mem- 
bers of the Bonaparte family should be 
taken dead or alive. Mme. Bonaparte and 
her younger children were obliged to leave 
their home at Ajaccio at midnight and flee 
into the mountains. 

She was a widow with small means and 
a large family, but when she looked back 
to Ajaccio and saw her home in flames she 
said bravely: ‘'No matter; we will build 
a better one. Vivela France!” 

Many years later, when Napoleon was 
Emperor of France and Paoli was living 
in obscurity in London, she forgave him 
freely.—Youth’s Companion, 


Queer Musical Instruments.

Another was a bundle of tubes of different

Wasntnoron, Jan, 23.—The last week of 
the debate on the Tarilf bill in the House 
under the five-minute rule began yestorday, 
The prolonged sessions of the House, and 
the efforts of memborg to crowd aa much as 
possible of argument into the five minutes 
allotted, anleas the time of a member be ex- 
tended by unanimous consent, have already 
proved very exhausting, and the health of 
not a faw of those who havo been active in 
the debate suffered in consequence. 
The burden upon Chairman Wilson of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who has felt 
obliged to bein bis seat continually, bas 
been especially heavy. of his col- 
leagues were seriously alarmed at his con- 
dition last week 

It is noticeable that as the debate pro- 
gresses Mr, Wilson takes less ond less ac- 
tive part, speaking very little anu delegat- 
ing waoy of the labora which would natu- 
rally fall upon him as chairman to other 
members of the committee. So obvious is 
Mr, Wilson's ill-health that, like gallant 
foes, the Republican spuakers of late have 
considerably refrained from exciting and 
semi-personal assaults upon him. 

The entire day in the are was given up 
to consideration of the sugar schedule, Two 
amendments were agreed to, one striking 
out the bounty feature and one putting re- 
fined Sugar on the free list as woll as raw 


sugar. 

For nearly three hours the Senate 
was occupied in the consideration of the 
resolution offersd by Mr. Pfeffer (Rep., 
Kan.) last week, declaring that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury had no authority in 
law to issue and sell 5 per cent, bonds, as 
piveowed in his notice, Pfeder held the 

eor most of the time, yielding, however, 
to other senators to interpose remarks, 

One of the most pregnant of those re- 
marks was made by the Populist senator 
from Nebraska (Mr. Allen); and had re- 
ference to the proposition on the present 
Knights of Labor to apply to the courts 
for an injunction to prevent the issun of 
bonds. Mr, Allen suggested that the courts 
might decline to interfere with the action 
of the’executive branch of the Government 
and the best way would be to allow the 
bonds to be issued and then to enjoin their 
payment. The resolution went over with- 
out action till to-day. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a voluminous bill 
amendatory of the act incorporating the 
Maritime Caval Company of Nicaragua. It 
fixes the capital stuck at one million sharea 
of $100 each. 

There was a good deal of light badinage 
at the expense of the Income ‘l'ax bill in the 
Ways and Means Committee room Monday. 
At the morning session the bill was partly 
read, when Lhe committee adjourned to par- 
ticipate in the early proceedings of the 
House. ‘he reading was finished at the 
afternoon session. A number of verbal 
amendments were adopted and dates filled in. 
The only amendment of importance was 
Uhat eXcluding from the operation of the 
income tax building associations incorpor- 
ated under the Jaws of and operating in the 
several states. All the Democrats were 
present except Mr, Stevens (Mass.). The 
committee will meet again at 10,30 to- 
morrow morning, at which time a vote will 
be taken on reporting the bill. Ove of the 
Republican members of the committee said 
thisevening that the minority would pro- 
bably refrain from voting. One and pos- 
sibly two of the Democrats may oppose the 
motion to report the bill, but there is no 
doubt that it will carry.

In Its fasue of the 22nd Inst, the Rmpire 
publishes a table showing the amount which 
each of the forty-three sheriffs in Ontario 
earned by way of fees and salarles for five 
years past, as to which It remarks : This 
is the first of aserles of tables which the 
_ Empire will publish, to show the denizens 
of town and country alike the way in which 
they are taxed to sustain a great horde of 
office holders who, as a reward for political 
service In the past or for exerting polltical 
Influence at presont, are thus permitted to 
exact from the public great sums yearly by 
way of fees for services which, could, or 
_ should, be done for half the money. The 
farmers throughout the country, and the 
workers {n the towns, haye no means of 
gleaning this information save from blue 
books and Government returns, where the 
particulars are hidden away in a dreary 
waste of reports, and require patience to 
find. The Empire has looked Into the re- 
ports of the Inspector of Legal Offices, and 
will lay a plain statement of the fee iniquity 

- before its readers, so that they may plalnly 
see how they are bled In court and other 

__ oharges when they should have such service 
performed at the loweat possible cost by of- 
ficlals who are paid a fair salary, {nstead of 
being permitted to line thelr pockets by a 
special charge for this service and a spectlal 
charge forthat service,as {s now the case. The 
statement published to-day shows that for 
the five years referred to the people of On- 
tarlo pald in sheriffs fees the enormous 
sum of seven hundred and forty-one thous- 
and nine hundred and forty-elght dollars 
and this was paid not by the rich, but by the 
unfortunate and the struggling, who are, 
mainly, the ones that come under the 
hands of the sherlffand minlfons. Anyone 
haying experience of legal process knows 
how essilya small account grows great by 
the addition of court fees which go to swell 
the purse of the sheriff, and the gaol yawns 
for the man who neglects to pay them, or 
a bailiff perches upon his property, if he 
have any, at so much a day for the bailiff 
until they are pald. There might be some 
excuse for these exactions did the sheriff 
render commensurate services, but all he 
fs called upon in public to do is to wear a 
sword and cooked hat on occasions and 
look dignified ; the bailiffs do the reat. 
The sheriff's functions are miniateria) only, 
He 1s to carry out all judgments or orders 
of court, to attend court as an adminletra- 
tlye officer, to guard prisoners and juries 
“and to serve processes. This ts nob much, 
yet the figures show that for performing 
these slight offices, sheriffs recelve all the 
way from $2,000 in the backwoods count- 
fes to apwards of $17,000 lo Toronto year- 
ly, not {n the shape of salary, but by means 
of fees pald by the publics. Where there 
are nob enough people to furnish fees to 
make the positlon profitable, as In the 
Parry Sound, Rainy River and Thuon- 
der Bay districts, Sir Oliver Mowat 
allows his retainer from $500 to §$1,- 
000 salary, and whatever he gets above 
that amount he has to hunt down with the 
ald of his batliffe. In such a poaltion and 
undér such conditions {tb {s natural that 

a man should be continually on a still haunt 
“for fees, as thoy mean his living and pro- 
yision for his family, and that no source of 
‘Income [a neglected those who have bual- 
ness at the courts, or with whom the sheriff 
has business afterwards, know full well.

CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTIONS 
Discussed By Hon. David Milis in Toronto 
Last Night, 

Toronto, Jan, 23—A good-sized audi- 
ence, including a number of ladies, assem- 
bled in Richmond Hall last evening to listen 
tonn address by Hon. David Mills. 

Hon, David Mills spoke for about an hour 
and a half. The speech must have been very 
corefully prepared, otherwise it could hardly 
have excluded so completely everythins new 
and striking. It was thoroughly characteris- 
tic in that it dealt almost wholly with consti- 
tutional and Parliamentary questions. Early 
in the evening he spoke of “constitutional 
lnw and political ethics,” and thes» abstrac- 
tions were the burden of tho address, He 
expressed a obastened sorrow that the people 
yvould persist in cousidering qdestions direct- 
ly nffecting their condition rather than 
thusyrelating to the right and wrong of 
Government, the principles upon which the 
machinery of politics should be run. He in- 
sis'eu that political reforms were at the basis 
oC nny sound movement for fiscal and econ- 


onic reform. He eontended that thay 
people had adopted the National 
Poliey through selfishness and that 


they bad now changed their minds aud would 
oppose that policy, Enlarging upon this 
subject, be went into the industrial census of 
the Dominion, making comparison of the 
different tables to: show that there was not 
luc Prosperity io the country which was 
alleged, In this connection was the only 
glint of humor in the speech, He ridiculed 
tho census ag inoluding among “industrial 
vstaLlisb ments” thé home of the dressmukers, 
the saw filers “and that deseendant of Jacob 
who, with bis brush and bis chemical ap- 
plinnees, is engaged in cleaniag clothes anil 
mali: @ them look ‘so better as new,’ ‘This 
ig Lita into the deep-worn track followed ty 
iil Liberal oratore of comparison of the cen- 
sus population figures and, of course, blo exo- 
dus.

“* That in the criminals’ jargon the Ger- 
man predominates is not to be wondered 
at. ikewise it is but in accordance with 
the facts that many of the pictorial signs 
bear some remote relations to the habits of 
the landskneohts and German scenery.” 

Among the illustrations in Ave-Lalle- 
mant’s book, *‘The German Ontlawdom,” 
the anoient origin of the following has been 
fully established: 

Figure No. 1 was found on a secluded 
little chapel in the forest districts of Thur- 
ingia, being out into the woodwork of the 
inner door, probably a hundred years ago 





or longer, and is still in use among the 
rogues of many countries, with variations 
peculiar to local conditions. ‘The first line 
calls upon a certain hand to act, and reads 
as follows: ‘' Following the point of the 
arrow, the fourth house in the direction 
given is to be broken into and looted dnr- 
ing the night of the next moon orescent.” 

This was and is ‘‘a writing on the wall” 
whieh every experienced rogue under 
stood then and understands now. One 
shudders to see it recognized by the quin- 
tet of maraudera represented by the fig- 
ures inthe second line, the gentlemen 
carrying on their imaginary signets a bird, 
die, key, pitoher and chair respectively, 
being ‘reputed expert housebreakers of 
murderous disposition. 

The key, crossed; by an arrow, is an 
ancient burglar sign. The menibers of the 
guild infer from its presence on the wall 
of a houselor a fence that one of them has 
been reconnvitring thereabouts and de- 
sires assistance, also that it would not be 
amias to revisit the place at night, when 
in all probability a valuable acquaintance 
may be formed. 

Two swords crossed, with an arrow 
running through, signifies the direction 
which a certain troop of armed marauders 
belonging to a body under a common chief 
haye taken. Card cheats had their 
“arms” and signs, which they out into the 
trees on the high roads, together with the 
date of their visit, to warn colleagues from 
continuing on their way and possibly meet- 
ing with a warm reception at the hands of 
victims recently plucked. The formula, 
playing cards and arrow, could not be mis- 
understood.

Another feature of the oriminal jargon 





is the modo of communieation between 
prisoners. Ave-Lallemant says this is 
subject to local conditions, more or less, 
but some of the forms are utilized in the 
prisons of different countries, which 
proves that criminals interchange their 
experiences and observations. 

Among the interesting cases he cites is 
that of two Russians incarcerated in a 
Berlin jail, in cells situated one above the 
other #0 as to prevent them from seeing 
each other. They begged permission to 
be allowed to oxeroise their religious funo- 
tions by! loud prayers and singing, and 
made frequent use of the license granted. 
The prison authorities noticed that when 
one of the prisoners indulged in his ex- 
hortations the other pressed his ear closely 
to the grated doors, trying to catch his col- 
league's words. Then the singer would 
stop and the other begin to pray. 

This went on for some time, till one fine 
morning both prisoners were missing.

They had esa by an opening in the 
wall, produced by (means ae chisel. It 
then turned ont that the rogues while 
seemingly absorbed in prayer communi- 
cated certain news to each other and 
finally concocted the plan that gave them 
their liberty. 

A similar case occurred in the jail at 
Weimar, where a prisoner, supposed to be 
insane; amused himself by calling out 
figures at all hours of the day and night. 
A cell neighbor of *‘Crazy John,” as he 
was called, was in the habit of mocking 
him ina like manner. Ultimately it be- 
came known that they were shamming, 
and that the figures which they called out 
to each other represented certain words 
and expressions. A 

The commonest mode of communication 
adopted in most prisons is that of knook- 
ing on the walls, the knooks conveying 
certain terms of thé criminal jargon Ina 
Vienna prison the knocking has led to so 
many escapes that large clocks have been 
stationed in each of the corridors, the tick- 
ing of which was calculated to obscure the 
pounds produced by knocking against the 
walls. 





Waverly’s Onks, 

The great oaks in Waverly, Mass., are 
survivals of an oak forest that must have 
existed in that region, according to the ge- 
ologists, as far back as the tenth century.

WITH A RED HOT POKER. 


A 16-Yenr-Ol}} Lad randa His 
2 Brother on the Oheek, 


Haby 


Toronto, Jan. 24.—Punishing a child 
by thrusting a red-not poker against 
its cheek, because it ‘*tattled,” is 
a mode of punishment which does 
not commend itself to the average 
specimen of depraved humanity, yet this is 
what Toronto's Jesse Pomeroy was charged 
with doing by his. mother at the Police 
Court yesterday. 

Mrs. Bailey of 10 Lima-place appeared 
before Colonel Denison yesterday, and 
swore that her son, John A. Bailey, aged 15, 
one day last month, because his 4-yeur- 
old brother, Walter, informed on_ him, 
heated a stove poker red hot and burned 
three holes in tho Jittle one’s face—on the 
forehead and both cheeks, On another 
occesion he lured his brother into a bed- 
roomand put him onthe bed. Then he 
got two pillows aod deliberately placed ono 
under the baby’s head and the other over 
lis face. This done, he rolled the child in 
a heavy blanket end left him there to 
smother to death. The mother suspected 
that something was wrong, and on going 
into the room found tiie Baby covered up as 
has becn described. It was almost lifeless, 
and was saved just in the nick of time. 

“Why did you not bring the case hero 
before?” asked the Magistrate. ‘‘Because 
he promised to do better,” unswered tho 
witness. ‘‘Anyway, [thought it better to. 
leave it toGod than man.” 

The boy was too old to go to the Indus- 
trial School and the law forbade hii being 
sent.to the Reformatory, so the Magistrate 
let hinrgo on ‘ruspended sentence ou the

THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


Two Phases of the Question Discussed by 
the Senate. 


The Hawaiian question presented itself 
yesterday inthe Senate in two separate and 
distinct phases. Itoame up first in the 
shape of a resolution reported from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations declaring 
itto be unwise and inexpedient, under 
existing conditions, to consider at this time 
any project of annexation of the Hawaiian 
territory tothe United States; that the 
Provisional Government having been duly 
recognized the highest international inter- 
ests require that it shall pursue its own 
line of policy, and that foreign intervention 
in the political affairs of the islands would 
be regarded as an act unfriendly to the 
Government of the United States. 

The resolution went over till to-day, 

The seoond phase in which the Hawaiian 

uestion was presented was aspeech by Mr, 
Gallom (Rep., Ill.) based on Mr, Frye’s 
resolution of non-intervention, and severely 
criticising the administration. 

The Pfeffer resolution, asserting that the 
Secretary of the Treasury has no authority 
in law to issue and sell Bonds ‘as proposed 
in his recent notice, was referred to the 
Committee on Finance. } 

The Senate Finance Committee to-day 
authorized Mr. Voorhees to appoint a sub- 
committee of five senators to take charge of 
tho hearings that will be held when the 
tariff bill comes over from the House. 

McCreary, Republican Chairman of House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, has pre- 


} pared and to-day introduced in the House 





a resolution defining the attitude of Con- 
gress towards Hawaii. The resolution was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign At- 
fairs and will receive consideration at 
Thursday’s meeting. 

The resolution asys: That the action of 
the Minister in employing United States 
naval forces and illegally aiding in over- 
throwing the constitutional government of 
Hawaiian Islands in January, 1893, and in 
setting up in its place a provisional govern- 
ment, not republican in form, in opposi- 
tion to the will of the majority of the 
people, was contrary to the traditions of 
our republic and the spirit of our constitu- 
tion and should be and is condemned; 

That we heartily approve ot the prin- 
ciple announced by the President of the 
United States, that interference with do- 
mestio affairs of an independent nation is 
contrary to the spirit of American institu- 
tions; that the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands or the assumption of a protectorate 
over them by our Government is uncalled 
for and inexpedient; that the people of 
that country should have absolute freedom 
and independence in pursuing their own 
line of policy, and that foreign intervention 
in the political affairs of the island will nob 
be regarded with indifference by the Goy- 
ernment of the United States.

DEFENCE OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Mr, A, J. Balfour Discusses the Subject 
at Length in Manchester, 


Lonpon, Jan. 24.—Mr. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, leader of the Unionists in the House 
of Commons, spoke at length last evening 
before a meetiug in Manchester on the sub- 
ject of imperial defence. This subject, he 
said, was at present of paramount interest. 
Any nation or combination of nations 
which was able to wrest from Great Britain 
her supremacy of the seas could bring her to 
her knees without landing a single soldier 
on English soil. 

He did not believe any government was 
justified in expecting» long era of peace. 
The French and Russian Governments were 
pushing forward with all speed the work in 
their dockyards. Certain movements made 
of late years in Asia were only} too obvious- 
ly directed against England. While there 
wero indications that France and Russia 
were earnestly bent upon peace their main 
arrangements are evidently prompted by 
the assumption of a conflict with England 
sooner or later, singly or combined.

With the advent of the New Year was 
celebrated an event which will mark an 
epoch in the scientific world The new 
‘observatory on Mont Blanc was formally 
opened 

The successful achievement of the great 
work that has jus} boon accomplished was 
largely though vainly sought more than o 
hundred yéats ago by Saussure, This 
ardent naturalist conceived and planned 

this in thoee days considered sulcidal at- 
| tempt to scale the mighty mountain Ever 

since that memorable event Mont Blano 
| has been the object of solentiata generally 
| It te not until recently that the naturalists 
have given it a greater consideration, This 
is mainly due to the deep interest taken in 
the comparatively young science of meteor 
ology. The meteorologists gouerally have 
been of the opinion that an observatory 
apon the highest peak of Mont-Blano must 





necessarily throw some light inpon maeteor- 
ology as well as aidenatural philoso 
phy in gonoral But the execution 


of such an undortaking was connected 





THe NEW OBSERVATORY ON THE TOP OF 
MONT BLANC, 
With almost ‘insurmountable difficulties, 


Warring elements and natural obstacles Of 
‘the’most gigantic proportions Were the 
most discouraging features, and to these 
peouniary clouds were added, causing the 
project tobe abandoned. 

Tn 1888'thé Parisian datronomer, J. Jana- 
sen, madé some observations upon the 
Grand Mulets of Mont Blanc of the pre- 
sence of oxygén)within }thé solar atmps- 
phere and discovered that at this height 
(10,065 feet) the oxygen lines of the spec- 
tram were fainter that in ;Chamonnix up- 
on the level of tlie éarth e attributed 
this circumstance to the influence of the 
atmosphere of the earth and reasoned tht 
the higher the altitnde ‘thé fainter’ would 
be the lines ef the spectrum until at last 
they would entirely disappear, In order 
to perfect these obbervations \Janssén ib! 
dertook to climb Mont Blanc on Auguat 
22, 1890. Tobe used in thisascent he had 
a curious sled designed and constructed at 
the Mendon observatory. The use of this 
conveyance was to..savye the, investigator 
from spending his strength in reaching 
the summit and'éijable him to make hia 
observation tinder Aenormal conditions as 
possible. 

The result of his trip was a confirmation 
of the former observations, and upon this 
discovery he concluded to erect the scien- 
tiflo observatory at the top of the monun- 
tain. 

He succeeded in interesting a number of 
prominent Frenchmen in his scheme. An 
association was formed having for honor- 
ary member President Carnet. Jansen 
was mado its president. Many attempts 
were made to reach rock bottom, but all 
proved futile. 

It was then decided to test the snow’'s 
resistance of/weight, To this end some ex- 
tremely interesting experiments took place 
atthe Mendon o servatory, near Pans. 
Here the epepotabing resn}} was found that 
a Wock of lead, fifteon inches in diameter, 
weighing 720 pounds made but a alight im- 
preasion upon snow of such dense consiat- 
enoy as was to be found upon Mount Blano, 

In 1891 a small frame house was built 
to prove the possibility of erecting a 


More substantial building upon the 
snow. The experiment proved sucoeas- 
fal and immediate steps were taken 


toward erecting the observatory pro- 
per. This is built in the shape of 
a stunted pyramid surrounded by a

A house servant in Vienna says he com- 
mitted his various crimes, including rob- 
bery and attempted murder, because of 
the maddening effect of being required to 
shave off his mustache. The woman who 
engaged him made it a condition that his 
upper lip should be clean shayen, and the 
man agreed under protest. After five 
years he had been discovered to be a orim- 
inal, and in his confession he says that bis 
motive was to revenge himself on his 
mistress for the wound she gavé his man- 
hood. 

In the English compulsory labor prisons 
the prisoners pass nine months fn solitary 
confinement and are then assigned to the 
public works prisons for hard labor, By 
good behavior they experience # gradual 
amelioration in their condition.

The recent French experiment upon fifty 

ersons of both sexes, in which a machine 
or compression as a test of strength was 
used, demonstrated that the strongest man 
was able to produce with his right hand a 
pressure equivalent to 85 kilograms, tho 
weakest 40, the average being 46. On 
copious conclusion arrived at as a reaul 
of the experiment was this: Theshort men 
wore oll yery nearly as strong as the tall 
ones, the average difference between groups 
of the two sizes being only three kilograms. 
The force of the strongest woman of the 
fifty amounted to énly 44 kilogre—— wi 
that of the woakest to only 16wille the 
Average was only 83 kilograms.

of the production is poured, being gently 
and porsistently rubbed by the operator 
till he is satisfied oll the lymph has been 
absorbed. 

Then the animal is placedon an elevated 
platform.and made, éntirely comfortable 
while the disease progresses. The little 
out first seems to heal over. Thenin a few 
days the soabs grow larger and larger till 
they extend almost over the entire hind 
portion of the leg. In seven days the cow 
is ready for the next operation. The 
affected part is darker and each little point 
of soarification is swollen and raised, like 
a blister, with a bit of depression in the 
centro. . 

The blister is punctured or in some cases 
removed. Underneath lies the liquid 
serum or vaccine lymph, as it is called, 
Then, upon the ordinary ivory points, the 
operator oes his store. He does it 
simply by dipping the point in the spot of 
serum before him and lying them down in 
order on a tray which he holds on his lap, 
as he site behind the animal. 

The parts treated will continue to secrote 
lymph for several days, when the secretion 
comes more and more slowly, dries up, and 
clogs the channels through which it has 
flown, and finally subsides to a scab. 
Four or five days later this is ready to be 
removed. Theré isin it asmall quantity 
of real lymph, but there is more of hair, 
membrane and other foreign material. 
That gathered on the ivory points is pure 
and contains no other substance, But of 
this latter much vaccinating material is 
made. 

After being thoroughly dried the ivor 
points are put up in packages of 10 an 
are made proof against either air or water. 
Thoy are then ready for the market. The 

roduoct secured from the last dry ‘‘ scab” 
s also prepared by Pplverizing. It bas 4 
certain strength and commands a ready 
sale, 

There are a good many ways to make a 
point safe. It sometimes happens that a 
cow will not produce active lympb, No 
matter how well the blisters may appear 
they will not yielda virus that will pre- 
vent smallpox. Noonecan tell by look- 
ing atm cow whether her product will 
prove effective. Itis like certain persons 
upon whom no amount of vaccination will 
take,” 

To provide against any loss on this ac- 
count, points are dipped often in the lymph 
of two cows. It is not likely two will Bo 
found standing togethor neither of which 
is good. And these points are marked 
with a double X, and are sold ata higher 
pune: And still others are dipped in the 

ymph of three cows, marked with three 
Xs, and sold at a still higher price. They 
oan hardly fail of offectivencass. 

The ivory pointa are treated chemically 
before being used, that no disease-extend 
ing qualities may lie in ambush there. 

One large cow has room enough forse 
doxen scarifications. In some cases there 
are even more. And from each blister a 
soore of points may be loaded. There is no 
bad effect, so far as the cow is concerned, 
She will never be of any account asa pro 
ducer of lymph, or not one cow in a hun 
dred may be so used. Bat she will still be 
as good a milch cow as sheoever was, And 
even while sie is under the treatment she 
seoms é suffer but little She becomes 
fererish, just as does the viotim of vaccin- 
ation. But she monde in a fow days; and 
her milk is alwaye used again as soon as 
she bas been deprived of all hor serum and 
is turned away froin tho stalls.

A MAGNIFICENT GIFT. 


THE ROYAL VICTORIA HOSPITAL TO 
THE CITY OF MONTREAL 








Tho Princely Ballding, Presented by Lord 
Mount-Stephen and Sir Donald A. Smith 
to the Commerotal Motropolls of Canada, 
as Recently Opened by His Excolleney. 


The Royal Victoria Hospital Montreal, 
which was formally opened by his Excel 
leonoy the Governor General of Canada, 
Lord Aberdeen, on the afternoon of Sat 
urday, the Qnd of December, is a magnifi 
cent building, deaigned by ite architect, 
Mr. H. Saxon Snell, of Londom, England, 
in the beat Seottish Baronial style, Situ- 
ated as itia at the foot, or rathor on tho 
slope, of lovely Mount Royal, and over 
looking the oity and the grand St. Law 
rence River, it seems destined fally to 
carry out the intentions of its founders 
“the reception and treatment of sick and 
injured persons of all races and oreeda 
without any distinction.” The founders, Sir 
Donald A. Smith and Lord Mount-Stephen, 
formerly Sir George Stephon, are both well 
known In Montreal, and, indeed, over the 
North Amorican Continent, for their hard 
work and general dongttong for the benefit 
of humanity, Perhaps'tté, fact that both 
are Scotchmen had something to do with 
the architect's polecting the Scottish Bar 
onial as the style of architecture, In 1887, 
the jubiloe year of Queen Victoria, the 
two foundera made known thoir intention 
of having this iustitution |ereoted, and in-

timated that they would each give $500,- 
000 towards its foundation. The city of- 
fered a site on the mountain-side, 
but this not being considered altogether 
anitablo, and the founders, pérhaps, not 
desiring that others should participate in 
their benefaction, the present site was pur- 
chased by them fromthe Wrothiigham és- 
tate for $86,000. 

The buildings and grounds cover an area 
of twenty-three acres, For, the walls, 
Montreal gray limestone has been tised. 
Contracts were signed on June 18, 1890, 
and work was begun tw days, later. The 
building was practically © inpleted in 
June, 1892, but it was then decided to 
make certain additions, which were not fin- 
ished until the end of the year. In the 


ery about $70,000 additional While the 
building is practically in one, there are in 
reality three separate buildings, the wings 
being connected with the main structure 
by stone bridges. The main building will 
be devoted to the administrative work of 
the institution. Thechief entrance leada 
into.o spacious hall, wide, lofty, well 
ventilated, and well lighted. The floor 
is of marble, beautifully tiled and 
wainscoted. The walls are of cement, and 
they, together with the oeiling, are deli- 
cately tinted, At the head of the stairoase 
leading to the upper stories is a statue of 
Queen Victoria, ably executed. The stair- 
case referred to'adds greatly to the beauty 
of the hall, and is constructed of!slabs of 
slate bound together with iron Straps in 
such a manper as to unite beauty with 
stréngth and at the same time preserve the 
fira-proof nature of the building, a matter 
which has been carefully attended to 
throughout. Onthe ground floor, to the 
left of the main entrance, are the secre- 
tary’s office, and the board-room; on the 
right, the medical staff's room and the 
porter’s room. On the second floor are 
situated the lady superintendent's apart- 
mente, the nurses’ parlor, dining-rooms 
and bedrooms. On the'third floor accesa 
is obtained to the wings from the main 
edifice by means of the stone bridges. 
Owing to the sloping nature of the ground, 
this third floor in the rear is only a few 
feet above the level of theground, aud here 
is found the entrance for the pa- 
tients. Near the doorway are the 
admission and casualty rooms, where the 
applicants for admiasion will be examined 
by the medical officer, and on being passed 
by him will be conducted either to the 
surgical orthe medical wing, as the case 
may be, by the means of an elevator large 
enough to contain a bed and other neces- 
saries. On this floor are also to be found 
a large waiting room, medical officers’ 
mess room, linen room, work room, anda 
fow nurses’ bedrooms, as also the dispen- 
sary. The fourth floor is entirely given 
up to the nurses, while on the fifth floor 
are the kitchen, the housekeeper’s and 
cook's quarters, and the servants’ dining 
hall. Tho kitchen isan ideal one for a 
true housekeeper—44 feet long, 26 wide, 
and 18} in height. It is fitted up with 
kitchen utensils and apparatus of the most 
approved fashion. On the sixth floor are 
the servants’ quarters, and from the win- 
dows of this hoor splendid panoramic 
view is had. 

Croasing the bridge to the east the medi- 
cal wing is entered, Here are found threo 
long wards, alike in every respect, each 
1284 foot long, 264 feet wide, and 14 feet 
high, and each with acoommedation for 
thirty patienta’ The flooré are of hard 
wood, thoroughly saturated with 
beiled linsgsd oil, which fills up 
the crevices between the planks 
and makes the floor like a solid ‘plece of 
wood. Above each bed hangs an improved 
contrivance by which the patient oan be 
turned or raised in his bed when necessary, 
The system of ventilation, it is claimed, ia 
wellnigh perfection. Duotse at regular in 
tervals along the side of tho walls lead toa 
great tunnel running along the bottom of 
the wing, and opening {nto an ocotagonal 
shaft, which surrounds the smoke-ataok, 
and which is carried up with it to the 
outer alr, The heated air passing up the 
smoke-stauck causes an upward current in 
the shaft, and thus draws the air from the 
wards through the ducts into the tunnel. 
Fresh air is supplied to the wards by ducts 
similar to those used for the withdrawal of 
the foul alr, At the ond of each ward isa 
room 18 feet long by 16 feet wide, whion 
may be used as neconsity shall dotate, 
Tho three flats of both wings are alike, 
with the exception that in the medioal 
wing there is a bright, cosy obildren’s 
ward, and a medioal theatre fitted up with 
all the most improved applianoos, and 
seated for 250 nurses and students, while 
in the surgical wing there are a children’s 
ward, several fomalo wards, and a surgical 
theatre on the ground-floor with accommo- 
dation for 800 studenta 
theatre and the ward ina bce 
the anmathotic room, the aftor-reoovory 
room, the splint room, the surgeons’ private 
room, and the nurses’ private room.

Sir Archibald draws 
attention to the fact that while France has 
been increasing her army more rapidly than 
Germany, she has now about come to the 
rid of hor tether; while Germany, though 
she has been moving ataslower pace, fs 
able to cuntinue her present rate of pro- 
gress for many years to come. We are 
in the opinion of this authority, slowly 
but ante progressing toward a ‘‘war of 
giants,” That the struggle will find Rus- 
sia and France on the one side and Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy on the other is, he 
considers, evident from the present locali- 
zation of the various forces. Referring to 
the Russian army, Sir Archibald finds that 
out of a total force of nearly a million, 
784,000 men are massed on the German fron: 
tier and’ in the reserve behind it, while 
Odessa and the Crimea are held and Con- 
stantinople watohed by only 80,000, and the 
Caucasus occupied and the Turkish frontier 
fo Asia Minor observed by 50,000; while 
in the whole of Transcaspia, along the 
Afghan and Chinese frontiers, there are 
only 51,000, and on and about the Sea of 
Japan some 12,000. 

For a general survey of the disposition 
of Russia's forces, Sir Archibald Alison 
comes to the conclusion, first, that she is 
straining every nerve to mass men on her 
Poligh frontier, a0 as to be able, in oon- 
junction with France, to crush Germany, 
even though aided by flanking Austria and 
distant Italy; next, that until this contest 
is over, Russia has determined to give up 
designs on Constantinople; and, finally, 
that she has no present intention of mak. 
ing Any moye upon Afghanistan or India. 
Farther than this, Sir Archibald regards 
it as certain that Russia never 
really intended to undertake such a 
distant and difficult enterprise as 
that of moving a force sufficient 
to seize our Indian Empire through the in- 
hospitable and hostile country of Afghania- 
tan. What she will probably do, in hie 
opinion, before making her great move, is 
to endeavor to induce us to believe that she 
is really about to invade India, so as to 
chain our large European force there to 
that country. When the German system 
attains its full development, Sir Archibald 
estimates that her ayailable trained force 
for wan will reach the enormous number of 
4,300,000 mep. At present he reckons that 
the dual alliance (France and Rossia) has 
in peace 362,000 men under arms more than 
the triple alliance (Germany, Austria and 
Italy), but that the latter has in war the 
superiority by 503,000.

the tariff amendments from day to day that 
the Ways and Meaus Committe has no copy 
ofhe perfected bil. Tae only copy in 
which all the ¢hanges have been recorded js 
ip posscasion of the Reading Clerk of tite 
House, Mr. Hough-Taling, and Speaker 
Crispi has directed that it be guarded with 
much care, The original bill has been 
pasted over with slips until it is hardly ro- 
cognizable, but Chaicman Wilson and his 
HSSOCIALOS ALO congra!ulating tliemaeclves on 
coming ont of the amendment ordeal with 
very few roveraes, 

The determination to attach the Income 
Tax bill to the Wilson bill is not regarded 
in the light of tariff kmendinents, the lat- 
ter being confined to changes in tariff 
schedules. 

The committee had sustained defeat on 
two malo items, sugar and the date of in- 
Auguratiiig the freo wool xchedale. All 
other reverses are of a comparatively unim- 
portant charactor, 

Os the other hand the committee has 
won successive contests on iron ore, steel 
rails, coal, tin plate, agricultural products, 
cotton, salt, lumber afd» all other great 
staples. . 

Saturday morning at 11.45 o'clock the 
House went into committeo to consider the 
Wilson Tariff bill. “ 

There was pending when the House took 
a recess yesterday an amendment offered by 
Mr, Boutelle (Rep., Maine,) substituting the 
lumber schedule of the McKinley bill for 
the corresponding section of the Wilson 
bill, the lumber schedule being under dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Breckenridge (Dem. Ark.,) said if 

very industry id the country had reached 
Ric free trade stage it was the Inm- 
ber industry. No revenue was received 
from imports on this article in 1893, that 
is, lumber inthe rough, while we export 
thirty millions worth. A duty could have 
the effect only of paying a subsiily to the 
lumber dealers, 

Mr. Boutelle read from a letter written 
by Sir Charlee Tupper, when the Mills 
bill was pending, showing that the passage 
of that bill would surrender a duty of near- 
ly two millions on lumber alone for the 
benefit of Canada. 

Mr. Boutelle’s amendment was defeated 
—79 to 112. 

Mr. Oates’ (Dem. Ala.) amendment, pro- 
posed Saturday,raising the daty on lumber, 
was dofeated—Yeas 20, nays 82. 

The cominittee then took up the lead

Mr, Wilson, chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Moans offered an amendment 
increasing the proposed dyty on barley and 
hops from 20 pyr cent. t6 25 and 35 per 
cent, and Mr. Payne (Rep., N.Y.) moved 
to make the rate 30 cents a bushel. 

Mr. Lockwood (Dem., N.Y.) 
against the proposed amendments. ‘He 
spoke of tho Committee on Ways and 
Means having sanctioned the putting on 
the free list of wool, iron and coal, and yet 
within the last hour propositions came 
from that committee to advance rates, It 
Was proposed now, he said, to put a pro- 
hibitory duty on-barley. He lived within 
two miles of the Canadian border, and 
knew that the duty on barley or any other 
agricultural product did not help the 
American farmer one cent. 

Mr. Payne (Rep., N.Y.) argued in 
favor of increasing rates on barley and ap- 
pealed to the committee to give the farmers 
protection on it. 

Mr, Warner (Dem., N. Y.), argued in 
favor of the lowering of all rates, even on 
malt, although that was against the intér- 
ests of his district, sofar as hia dis- 
trict was interested in that business, He 
declared, however, that the contest was 
pot on behalf of the farmer, but on behalf 
of tho western malsters against eastern 
maleters, He asked the committee to let 
the two parts of the country alone and not 
force the Government to take a hand inthe 
business. The movement camefrom the west, 
not from the western farmer,’but from the 
western malster and was bolstered up by o 
few gentlemen who imagined they could 
fool the farmers in the next election, 

Finally, as the hour of taking the rocess 
drow near, leaving the amendments as to 
barley undisposed of, the ehairman decided 
that in his opinion those amendments would 
come up for actionon Monday; but be de- 
clined to admit any other amendments to be

In addition to these he is credited with 
doiug a snug little business as a private 
banker.

Complete Mritiah Annexation of Egypt. 

Panis, Jon. 29.—Tho Temps remarke 
that England appears to be abandoning tho 
flimsy pretext upon which the occupation 
of Egypt has been maintained and expresses 
the opinion that the English newspapers 
may now speak of the complete British au- 
noxation of Egypt. . 

When tho recent Franco-Siamese incident 
was closed it was hinted that England, 
which had threatened to take the part of 
the Siamese, had finally arrived at an un- 
deratanding with France, the purport of 
whioh was that England was to give Franco 
a free hand in Siam and France was to lot 
England alone in Egypt, 

Lonpon, Jan. 28.—A Cairo despatch to 
The Times says: 

‘Unfortunately, the Khodivo's retraction 
cannot restore the perfect harmony which 
previously existed. It is difficult to over- 
atate the danger or to foresee the results of 
the soyereign sowing disorder in the ranks 
of 12,000 Mussulmans and _ fomentiog 
hostility towards a handfal of British offi- 
cors, ia further Official disclaimer will bo 
unavailing if the Khedive persists in his 
anti-English policy. 

“As an instance of this, Minshatteh, chief 
of the Ababdeh tribe, who in L888 was con- 
demned to death for his treachery towards 
the English, has been honored and rewarded 
by the Khedive.” 


Nritain Meditating severe Mensures, 

Lonpox, Jan. 29.—The Daily Telegraph 
atill devotes much space to the discussion 
of the Egyptian questive: Its Caird cor- 
respondent says: From the serious tone of 
the remarks of exalted English officials it is 
supposed that Great Britain is meditating 
some severe moasures to assert her author, 
ity. 
This view is not endorsed by Riaz Pasha, 
who informed The Telograph correspondent 
thatthe Khedive stoutly disclaimed the 
intention of offending England. The 
Khedive criticized only one regiment, said 
Rioz Pasha, and did not foresee the storm 
of indiguation, which utterly astonished 
him, = 


MAIL PARCEL THIEF CAUGHT. 


Dotected Selling Hin Pilferings to Second 
Haod Stores. 


MoxrTreaL, Jan. 23.—J. Cunningham, an 
employe of the Postoffice, was arrested 
Friday by the Secret Service Agency. 
For eight years Cunningham has had the 
handling of newspapers and parcels. The 
detectives found that he was selling cutlery 
and other articles to second-hand dealers 
at very low prices. Some of tho articles 
were recognized by clerks employed 
in The Witness office as being 
prizes sent out by them for 
competitions. Cunningham was arrested, 
This morning before Judge Desnoyers 
Government officials made their depositions. 
The prisoner, who says he has been drink- 
ing, will plead guilty to the charge of pil- 
fering postoffice parcels. 

Cunpingham was brought before Judge 
Dogas Saturday and ‘sentenced to 
threo years in the penitentiary. He 
pleaded guilty to one charge of atealing 
parcels, but there were about thirty others 
againathim. Quite a scene was created in 
the court by a half-penny Jawyer who 
insisted on defending him and call- 
ed the judge ao cur. The judge re- 
ported him to the bar, Subsequently he 
got a black eye from a valorous reporter in 
the court corridor, Another lawyer of 
notoriety named Desrosiers, being threaten: 
od with a beating, rushed into Judge Des- 
noyers’ court and demanded protection. It 
was a case of bulldog and cur, The judge 
laughed the big coward out of court. 


FREE COINAGE OF SILVER. 


Recommended by the British Columbia 
Legislature. 

Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 29.—The British 
Columbia Provinoial Parliament has passed 
a resolution directing that an address be 
presented to the Lieut.-Governor to be con- 
yoyed to the Secretary of State for tho 
Colonies through the Secretary of State of 
Canada, that in theopinion of the House it 
is expedient that it should be ordained by 
international agreement, 

L That gold and silver be legal tender to 
eny amount. 

2. That the value of silver in terms of 
gold be fixed. 

3. That gold and silver bullion in any 
amounts be freely turned into coin at the 
mints. 

The resolution was introduced by Col. 
James Baker, Minister of Minos, who in a 
brother of the noted Bakea Vasho.

In 1873, at the 
time of the construction of the Whitby, 
Port Perry and Lindsay branch of the 
Grand Trunk be was appointed agent at a 
salary of $1.62 per day, He shortly after- 
wards married a daughter of Mr. Jobn 
Banner of Darlington, They took up their 
residence in Railroad-street in the village, 
aud resided there until the flight of Moore 
last week. 


Moore 


was well known to every 
map, woman and child in the vil-

somewhat reserved in manner, he was noyer- 
theless socially at the top of the ladder, He 
was prominentin church, temperance and 
other circles, For years he was choirmas- 
ter of the Methodist Church and superinten- 
dent of the Sabbath school, but vacated both 
these offices a couple of years ago, his 
brother James succeeding him as choirmas- 
ter. A yearago he was elected recording 
steward of the church aud still holds that 
position. 

in 1582 Mr. Moore was appointed treasurer 
of the Township of Whitby at the princely 
salary of $90 per year. Upon assuming the 
position he gave sureties o $10,000, himself 
in $4000, his brothor, James Moore, in $3000 
and Hon. Johu Drydep, Farmer-Genoral of 
Ontario, in $8000, 

In conjunction with his officeas G,'T.R, 
station ugent Moore wasalso agent of the 
Canadian Express Company, aud a year or 
two ago accepted the ngency of the Patrons 
of Industry, the distributing bureau being 
located ina room iv bis house. Out of kis 
Various engagements Moore realized proba- 
bly $70 year. His father had loft him 
tho equivolent of $6000, and be was goverally 
considered a man who bad a comfortable 
Income, While be was known to béa good 
liver, neitber he nor his family (a wife and 


14-year-old daughter) were regarded as ex- 
travaganut in their tastes, His sudden 
departure, coupled with the Aunoucement 


that be was short in his accounts, therefore 
came upon the village like a thuoderciap, 

Lust Thursday Reeve Charles Calder of 
Whitby, who was attending tho meeting of 
the County Council at W bitby, received a 
call from Manager ‘S'boraton of . the Do 
tainion Bank, who enquired as to whathor 
tho Whitby Township Counoil had, at ity 
mooting on Jauuary 15, passed a bylaw 
authorizing the borrowing of tinoney.

Itis presumed that Moore's poculations 
had been going on for years, na the notes for 
#4000 and $3000 respectively whioh he ave 
the bank ju April and July last, aud which 
bore the forgod signature of Reeve 
Calder, were given in part o8 renewals 
of previous notes Ii addition to 
these notes, the bank claims tbhat- the 
township socount ts over(lrawn to the extent 
of $1028, whereas the council believed that 
not only was the towns ip out of debt, but 
bad a surplus of $400 or §0U to the good. 

Aftor the interview with Reeve Calior aud 
Cler< Holliday Miunger Thornton visited 
Toronto and, as a result of @ Confereves with 
Presitent James Austin, notified the towu- 
ship that the bank did fot purpose taking 
auy action with regurl fo 
would bold the towostip responsible The 
council held a special mecting nud docided 
to oppose the bank’s claim on the ground 


that it was not responsible for

$6000, the sui for which they are sureties, 

What occasioned Moore's sudden fight bas 
not yot been explained. Itis cortam thathe 
left on Thursday uight—tho eveving of the 
day the forgeries were oommitted—but both 
the reeve anu clerk claim that they were as 
secretive asthe grave, aod nu explanation 
for the floetiug must be sought elsuwhero. 
Maunger Toornton Lud been pro-sing Moore 
fora copy of the bylaw he promised would 
be =pnesed = Jun. 15 retiring the 
notes in order that be could arrange 
his monthly statemout for transmission to 
the main office, Moore promised to meet 
Thornton last Soturduy. A now auditor, 
Schoolmaster Janius A. Underhill, bad also 
been appointeil by the council. He deter— 
mined to thoroughly examine all books, a 
thing which had not been done previously, 
Owing to the dilatoriness of tho treasurer in 
producing the collectors’ rolls and bis bank 
book Underhill told bin Wediesday that be 
Was going to Whitby ou Saturday and he 
would look over thy bapk account there, 
This is believed to Luve precipitated Moore's 
doparture, At all eyouts be left Thursday 
hight with bis wife, giving out that he was 
going to Whitby to attend a Sunday school 
convention, Moore and his wife came to 
Toronto and he proceeded to Chicago, the 
wife returning here Friday. 

All sorts of rumors are rife as to what 
Moore did with the money. ‘The farm 
in Reach Township which his father willed 
to him is mortgaged for $8700, which is all 
thatthe property is worth. His house in 
Railroad-street, for which he paid $120, has 
av eucambrauce of $1000, It is not bolieved 
that Moore took much money with him, [He 
had in bis possession during December $SU 20 
to $10,000 of township money in the way of 
tax collections, but itis believed he paid to 
the credit of tho municipality every dollar 
of this sum.as its township bas not beon 
nolifiel that the couuty rates and school 
taxes remain unsettled. 

The villugers believe thathe must have 
speculated in bucket shops in order to get 
ria of $16,000 in the time that he did. 

One of the greatest sulferers by Moore's 
departuro is Jobn Stanton, a poor laborer, 
who loses $1100 borrowed by the defaultor, 
Stauton, who is upwards of 70 years of uge, 
bad accumulated about $4000 by day labor, 
He lost the greater part by a man whom he 
trusted and now Moore bas taken the bal- 
ance, Of late he bad lived with Moore 
as a maou-of-all-work and je still a resident of 
the house, Section Foreman Routley is also 
out $260 borrowed money. 

How Moore’s accounts staud with the 
Patrons of Industry, the G.T.R. aud the 
Express Compauy are uokuown, no auditors 
having as yet urrived here. 

Moore 18 4 man of unusual size, 
probably 240 lbs, Tho picture published 
aboye was taken some years ayo, He has 
grown considerably stouter since aud has 
allowed his brown beard to grow all over his 
face, 

Miss Chapman, who lives in Railroad— 
street, only afew rods from the Moore homo- 
stead, aud who knew the family intimately — 
in fact, has kuown Moore since a boy—told 
The World that Moore was exuctly 46 years 
of nge on Aug. 18 last. I kuow that to bo 
right, sbe continuol, because my grand- 
father, who was 86 whon he died, celebrated 
bis birthday on the sume day that Jolin did. 
Jobn was all right. but bis wife was vory 
extravagant. [f she saw auything that even 
Queen Victoria had on she must goto Toron- 
toand getit. Isaw Jobo the night be left,

Alter carefal atady of and watchipg the 
oporation of the Devolution of Estates Act, 
which came lato forco in Jaly 1888, wo have 
arrived ab tho conclusion that it was the 
mos) uncalled for, unnecessary, and infa- 
mous Act ever pab on the statute book. 
After tho law of primogenitare was abol- 
ished in 1852, it was always conceded by 
jurists that the Province was bleased,in the 
interests of ali, with the most perfect Jaw 
of descent in the world. When aman dled 
without a will, that is Intestate, his real 
property deacended direct to his children, 
or next of kin ; there was no difficulty about 
it. The hetrs instantly on the doath of the 
father, or brother, or olster, as tha case 
might be, inherited the real property ; tho 
creditors had no diffioulty in getting thelr 
claims out of the deceased's estate, Was 
not this state of things all that was required 
in order to deal with the estate? No one 
soffered, no one complained.” 

Under so-called Reform rule the Dev- 
olation of Estates Act was passed by the 
Mowat Government, when If a man dies 
leaving a will whereby he wills his house 
and lob or farm to his wife, for life and 
after her deceare to his children, the will 
must be firat proved in the Sarrogate 
Court, second registered {n the registry 
office, just as was done before the Devolu- 
tion of Estates Act, and notwithstanding 
the estate is willed as mentioned, the es- 
tate devolves upon and becomes veated In 
the legal personal representatives, namely 
the executors of the will, thereby forclog 
the devisees of the will to trot up to 
the executors and ask them to deed 
the land of the devisee to them before 
they can sell, dispose of, or lawfully on- 

"joy thelr own land ; entailing another ex- 
ponse of paying a lawyer for drawing a deed 
from the exeenbors to the devisees, and 
registering it.

Iliating ; besides the extra oxpense and 
expente too, nob required onder the old 
system, that worked well for over a hund- 
red years in England, where {bt is still the 
law. The fact !s plain enough to any 
sensib!e, reflecting mind, that this acb was 
planned in the Interest of the reglatrars of 
deeds and of lawyers; a pretty good 
echeme too to take money from the pock- 
ets of the goneral public and put Ibinto 
those of the registrars and lawyers, for 
every man that dies ownlng Jand, and all 
are bound once to die, the Jand must be 
deeded by the executors and registered by 
the registrar ab this additional expenso

RIOTING AT ZURICH. 


Desperate Struggic Between tho Police 
and Anarchists 


Zvunicu, Jan. 31.—This city has been the 
scene of a serious riotous demonstration. A 
band of Anarchists, carrying red and black 
flags, marched to the Italian Consulate and 
affixed the flags tothe escutcheon over the 
door of the Consulate. The police inter- 
fered and a riotous scene followed, during 
which a severe struggle between the repre- 
sentatives of the au(horities and the rioters 
took place. During the riot many people 
were wounded on both sides, and 16 of the 
prominent rioters were arrosted.

bad oonoluded his speech Mr. Sherman re- 
buked the Democrats for their attempt to 
interfere with tho tariff, and said that any 
deficiency created by such change in the 
tariff must be met by the Democrats in 
their own way.
